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TO THE OFFICERS AND MEMBERS OF THE N. 8. U. 8. D., 1812: 


The President National, Mrs. Clarence F. R. Jenne, wishes to extend cordial 
greetings to each member of the Society of United States Daughters of 1812. 
It is her desire to make all possible endeavor to prove deserving of the high 
honor to which you have elected her and she seeks in return the sincere co- 
operation of every one toward increasing its membership, stimulating the feeling 
of fellowship and deepening the interest of those already included in its 
numbers; so that this organization may ever continue to prove a. vital 
force in our country. She appreciates the particularly warm welcome extended 
to her in Washington and the distinction of being provided an opportunity for 
service. 

The society has reason to be gratified with the achievements attained during 
this history-making period: the war work of individual members in sustaining 
the government, the army and the navy was carried on with much earnestness and 
efficiency; as reports of the past months have indicated. Everyone considered 
herself singularly fortunate in finding a rare opportunity to prove her 
patriotism to her native land a matter of practical value. Hostilities are over, 
a noble victory has been gained; but there are still dangers threatening liberty; 
therefore the love of country should not be allowed to cool. The United 
States, composed of about 110,000,000 people, has begun the problem of readjust- 
ing relations to peace conditions. According to the Surgeon-General’s report, 
one drafted man in every four could neither read nor write; thus the importance 
of the work of Americanization is evident and should be undertaken with zeal 
by each state society. Since it is the aim of loyal Americans to keep the spirit 
of patriotism alive at this critical period, let us add this problem to our duty 
of continuing the historical and commemorative work of the society. There 
is a patriotism of peace as well as a patriotism of war. 


‘On the 21st of April, 1919, the 18th annual convention of the National 
Society United States Daughters of 1812 opened with a reception in the Red 
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Parlor of the New Willard Hotel in‘ Washington, D. C. Among those in the 
receiving line were the President National, Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles, national 
officers, seven real daughters, Mrs. Mary 8. Lockwood, Mrs. Mary D. Quicksall, 
Mrs. J. E. Richardson, Mrs. Clara L. Dowling, Mrs. Kate Kearney Henry, Presi- 
dent of the District of Columbia Chapter and honored guests, including Rear 
Admiral Samuel W. McGowan, Paymaster General of the United States Navy. 
Since at the present time he is the highest ranking staff officer in Washington 
and officially represented the United States Navy, his presence, when his public 
duties are so onerous, was a compliment to the society and a government recogni- 
tion of its important position as a patriotic organization, Mrs. Alvin Valentine 
Lane of Texas, Treasurer National, formally introduced the guests. At the con- 
clusion of the rendering of “'The Star Spangled Banner ” by the orchestra, Miss 
Stella Pickett Hardy of Arkansas, who has prepared carefully our Roll of Honor, 
was presented by the President National and given the rare privilege of unfurling 
the silk Service Flag of 1849 blue and 63 gold stars. Since the flag was ordered, 
53 additional names have been reported, too late for the flag, but not for the 
Honor Roll— making 1902 blue stars to which the society is entitled. Rear 
Admiral McGowan dedicated the flag with a few significant remarks of accept- 
ance appropriate to the occasion, made the more impressive because of the 
presence of several wounded soldier boys, who had returned recently from the 
front-line trenches. The service flags of New York and of Connecticut were 
also displayed. The card catalogue containing the names that we honor was on 
exhibition in a handsome mahogany case. <A social hour followed with light 
refreshments and the evening proved memorable. 


On Tuesday morning the annual Associate Council of the N. 8. U. S. D. of 
1812 held its first session at 10.05 under the enthusiastic leadership of the 
President National, Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles of Chicago. A real daughter and 
honorary member, Mrs. Mary 8. Lockwood, gave the invocation. Mrs. Newton 
D. Baker, wife of the Secretary of War, sang two patriotic songs greatly 
enjoyed by the large delegation present: ‘“ When Pershing’s Men Go Marching 
into Picardy,” “The Americans Come,’ also, as an encore, ‘‘ Uncle Sam.” 
Mrs. Wiles then introduced Mr. Tyler Page, grandson of President Tyler, lineal 
descendant of Carter Braxton, one of the signers of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, and author of the American’s Creed. This he recited, explaining 
the conditions under which it was written. As this creed has been endorsed and 
adopted by several patriotic societies and is of patriotic value, it has been em- 
bodied in this letter, that it may be preserved by all. The announcement by Mrs. 
Wiles of the program for the day followed. In the absence of the Secretary, Mrs. 
James H. Campbell of Michigan, Mrs. Noyes D. Baldwin of Connecticut, ably 
acted as Secretary pro tempore during the convention. Mrs, Henry James Carr, 
President of State Society of Pennsylvania, was appointed chairman of the 
Committee on Resolutions, to report at the close of the Council. The reports 
of the national officers, state presidents and Chairmen of Standing Committees 
and Charter Trustees were presented, accepted with thanks, placed on file, and 
the steady progress of the society as shown by these reports aroused great 
interest. Mrs. Dudley Cornell brought greetings from Kansas and displayed 
a real battle flag of 1812, Chatham Regiment, having 15 stars, the flag shot 
and blood-stained, but still in excellent condition. To the organization she 
presented a Vermont paper, containing the Declaration of War of 1812 and 
showed her grandfather’s diary with records and lists of officers of the war. 
It would be of historical interest to learn if there are in existence other real 
battle flags of the War of 1812. On August 14, 1914, at the Centennial of the 
Bombardment of Stonington, Conn., by the British, the battle flag of that town 
was displayed prominently in connection with the placing of a tablet by the 
state society of Daughters of 1812. Desiring to support the Victory Loan to 
the best of their ability, as it commemorates our triumph, the report of Mrs. 
Alvin V. Lane of Texas, Treasurer National, warranting such an action, the society 
expressed its wish to invest the sum of $300 in this loan. It was announced 


that years ago there existed in New Hampshire a branch of the N. 8. U. S. D. 


1812, which disbanded, that on April 14, 1919 it was reorganized by Mrs. Charles 


H. Spooner of Charlestown, N. H., as President, with the assistance of Mrs. Sara 


M. Haley of South Lee, N. H. After the annual report of the President National, 
upon motion of Mrs. Clarence F. R. Jenne of Connecticut, lst Vice President 
National, it was carried unanimously that at the close of the Associate Council, 
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Mrs. Wiles become Honorary President. National. Letters of sympathy were 
sent to Mrs. James D. Iglehart of Baltimore, 2nd Vice President National, 
upon the death of her son and grandson, to Mrs. Mary C, Dorris, State President 
of ‘Tennessee, who has recently lost her son, to Mrs. John Abner Mead of Ver- 
mont, Honorary Vice President National, and to the Recording Secretary, Mrs. 
James H. Campbell. 


On Tuesday evening, April 22nd, the annual banquet, a so-called Victory 
Banquet, was held in the Red Parlor of the New Willard Hotel. Arrangements 
were in charge of Mrs. Henry, District of Columbia, Honorary Chairman of the 
Social Committee, Miss Hardy, Arkansas, Chairman, Mrs. Matteson, District of 
Columbia, Vice Chairman, and Mrs. Lane, 'l’exas, Assistant Chairman. The national 
officers, prominent guests, and speakers were seated at a long table decorated 
with a profusion of flowers, while the members were seated at small tables in 
groups of ten, each table presided over by a hostess. The President National 
ably acted as toastmistress of the occasion. Greetings expressive of patriotism 
were brought on behalf of the following hereditary patriotic organizations: Miss 
Grace Pierce, representing the Mayflower Society; Mrs. Gerald Schuyler, the 
Colonial Dames; Mrs. Noble Newport Potts, the Founders and Patriots; Mrs. 
George Thacher Guernsey, President General of the National Society of Daughters 
of the American Revolution; and our Honorary President National, Mrs. William 
Gerry Slade, the United States Daughters of 1812. On request of the President, a 
letter of regret from Mrs. John A. Logan, a distinguished daughter of Illinois, 
was read by Mrs. Jenne. Three eminent speakers, Captain Paul Perigord of 
the French Army, Lieutenant-Colonel J. EH. Faunthorpe of the British Army and 
Chaplain James Harvey Dunham of the United States Army delivered stirring 
addresses, which thrilled the audience and elicited great applause. The evening 
closed with the singing of “ My Country “Tis of Thee.” 


On Wednesday morning the session of the Associate Council was called to 
order at 10 A. M., Mrs. Wiles presiding. ‘The Lord’s Prayer was given by Mrs. 
Mary S. Lockwood, after which Mrs, Alvin V. Lane led in the singing of “ The 
Star Spangled Banner.” A request was made, inviting all members of the 
society who are eligible to join the Society of War Mothers and Daughters 
of America. The Chairman of the Credential Committee, Mrs. G. M. Brumbaugh 
of Washington, D. C., then announced the presence of 134 accredited delegates. 
Nominations for President National being in order, Mrs. Charles F. Messinger 
of Connecticut presented the name of Mrs. Clarence F. R. Jenne of Hartford, 
State President of Connecticut, and Ist Vice President National, this nomina- 
tion being seconded by Mrs. Chas. H. Reade, State President of Vermont and 
followed by representatives from every state present. Mrs. Jenne was elected 
unanimously and enthusiastically President National, introduced to the society 
by Mrs. Wiles, and acknowledged the honor conferred upon her. Mrs. Jenne 
offered her resignation as lst Vice President National and Mrs. Samuel Preston 
Davis, State President of Arkansas was elected to fill the unexpired term. 
Mrs. W. Samuel Goodwyn, State President of Virginia was elected 2nd Vice 
President National, and Mrs. Henry James Carr, State President of Pennsylvania, 
4th Vice President National. Mrs. Chas. R. Banks of New Jersey was elected 
Recording Secretary National to fill the unexpired term of Mrs. James H. 
Campbell of Michigan, who has resigned. Mrs. George F. Walker of Maine was 
made by the Board, upon motion of the Associate Council, Curator National; 
and Mrs. William V. Jobes of Oregon, Librarian National. Eighteen Honorary 
Vice Presidents are elected to represent the eighteen states in the Union at the 
time of the War of 1812; Mrs. Hiram Percy Maxim of Hartford to represent 
Connecticut, and Mrs. Thomas Munn of Delaware to represent that state were 
elected without opposition. The incoming President announced the following 
appointments: Registrar National, Mrs. James H. Stansfield of Illinois; Cor- 
responding Secretary, Mrs. Charles F. Messinger of Connecticut; Special Sec- 
retary to President and Chairman of Supplies, Mrs. Albion B. Wilson of 
Connecticut. The Chairmen of National Standing Committees were reappointed 
and approved by the Board: Certificates of Membership, Mrs. 8. W. Earle 
of Illinois; Real Daughters’ Pins, Miss M. Louise Edge of New Jersey; Grave 
Markers, Mrs. G. M. Brumbaugh, District of Columbia, and a Special Com- 
mittee on Insignia, Miss Martha McInnes of Pennsylvania. During the <Asso- 
ciate Council the following young ladies efficiently served as pages: Miss 
Kirley of New York, Miss Langstroth of New Jersey, Miss Berryman of Dis- 
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trict of Columbia, Miss James of Virginia, and were remembered by the society 
with 1812 spoons. 


The proposed amendment to the National Constitution, Article IX, See. 1, 
as to the time and place of the Annual Associate Council, submitted in 1918 
by Mrs. Sara Patterson Snowden Mitchell, was defeated: for the amend- 
ment — 42, against—77. Thus the Constitution remains unchanged and we 
shall continue to hold our annual meetings in Washington at the usual time. 
In memory of her husband, Mrs. Samuel Williams Earle of Chicago generously 
gave to the society a $100 Liberty Bond, presented through Mrs. “Stansfield of 
illinois, who moved in the Board Meeting which followed that this amount 
be held in trust by the Treasurer National as the Samuel Williams Earle 
Memorial Fund. This gift was accepted by the society by a rising vote of 
thanks. Mrs. Frederick =A. Waldron of New Jersey showed a drawing prepared 
by Caldwell and Company for a Real Daughter’s Memorial Pin, which was 
accepted by the Council as official. Permits for these Memorial Pins may be 
obtained by communicating with the Chairman of the Committee of Real 
Daughters’ Pins, Miss M. Louise Edge; permits for the insignia oi the organiza- 
tion may le given by the State Presidents as well.as by the President National. 
A few pertinent remarks dealing with fire hazards of historical docu- 
ments were made by Miss Pierce, who asked that the Daughters familarize them- 
selves with Senate Document No. 344 of the 65th Congress. The National 
Society expressed its thanks to the Daughters of 1812, District of Columbia, for 
their untiring effort and courtesy before and during the Council meetings. 
The ceaseless activity of one of its members, Mrs. Noble Newport Potts, on 
our behalf is most noteworthy. On May 14th Mrs. Kate Kearney Henry, a 
real daughter, retired from the presidency of the District Society after sixteen 
years of faithful service. The society presented her a bar pin with seven sap- 
phires and twelve pearls as a token of appreciation, and a reception was given in 
her honor. Mrs. William Francis Quicksall, 2029 F Street, N. W., Washington, 
District of Columbia, a real daughter, is the new President, 


During the Congress the New Jersey delegation gave to Mrs. Wiles four 
volumes of the works of Henry Van Dyke, a New Jersey author, Miss Hardy 
of Arkansas presented to her a silver loving cup, while other delegations gave 

rare bouquets of flowers. ‘The retiring President thanked the society feelingly 
for its hearty support during her term of office, a period of responsibility. She 
received the appreciation of the organization for her faithful and successful 
work. During her connection with the society she has manifested keenest 
interest in its activities. Her charming personality has been an inspiration 
to members and her able judgment, patient tact, and untiring energy have 
been an aid in shaping the policy of the society. Mrs. Wiles expressed regret 
upon leaving these pleasant associations and graciously welcomed the incoming 
President, Mrs. Jenne. The Associate Council, which had proved unusually 
helpful and inspiring , then adjourned. 


Items of Interest to the State Presidents. 


Miss Stella Pickett Hardy of Batesville, Arkansas, has kindly consented 
for the next year to receive additional names for the Honor Roll. 

Mrs. Arthur §$. Isham of 308 Pearl Street, Burlington, Vermont, will 
also add any war relief work, not previously reported to our record. It is hoped 
that every Daughter of 1812 will personally report to her State President; 
so that we may have the record historically correct. At present only two- 
thirds of the states have reported and they in turn say that not half of their 
mempers have reported their work during the war. Some of our members 
seem to think that they are reporting through our society to some other body 
and therefore thefe is duplication. “The report is made to us and goes no 
further. There is no duplication in our reports; and, if the state societies 
do not report to us, they lose just so much of the honor to which they are truly 
entitled and our records are to just that extent historically incomplete. 

In the next issue of the News-Letter, information will be published con- | 
cerning the matter of grave markers also news items received from the State 
Societies and their Chapters. 

Before July lst the State Presidents should report the dropping of all 
members from their roster, in order that the bills for state dues may be com- 
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puted correctly, as the per capita tax to the national society is based upon the 
state membership roll as it stands upon the national roll on October 1st. 

If any of the state societies wish to complete their files of the News-Letters 
for binding, the President National has extra copies of several issues, which 
she will send as long as they last. All states should have complete files. 
Of course, the numbers lacking should be mentioned; number six is out of print. 

For all supplies send to the Special Secretary National, Mrs. Albion B. 
Wilson of 208 Kenyon Street, Hartford, Connecticut, who will attend to 
orders promptly and carefully. A new price list will be issued shortly. 

The Certificates of Membership which every Daughter of 1812 should possess 
may be obtained of Mrs. Samuel Williams Earle, 5758 Blackstone Avenue, 
Chicago. Orders for same after June 20 will be attended to early in the 
autumn, The attention of State Officers is called to Article XII, Section 3 of 
our National Constitution regarding the official business stationery and cir- 
culars of their Societies and Chapters. Kindly do not fail to meet these re- 
quirements, namely: to give the address of National Headquarters in addition to 
any other address which may be used. 

Members are advised that J. E. Caldwell and Company have been appointed 
the official stationers of the Society, and that the regular gray stationery in 
folded note sheets, and correspondence cards with the jluminated insignia, the 
same as heretofore, can be obtained from this firm. 

The price for the paper or correspondence cards, together with envelopes, 
is $1.30 per box, which includes the postage for the same. 

Members will appreciate the advantage of this arrangement as it will 
permit the purchase of the insignia and stationery from one firm, J. E. Caldwell 
and Company being, as our members are aware, the official jewelers of the Society. 

On June 25 National Headquarters will be closed and opened on September 
25; the President National, however, will give her attention during the sum- 
mer to any matter which requires her immediate consideration and. will pass 
on all membership papers received. 

The next regular meeting of the National Executive Board will be held in 
Hartford, Connecticut, during the month of October. 

All books, records and papers were shipped to new Headquarters of the 
National Society on the second day after the Associate Council adjourned. 

The President National regrets that she is unable to accept invitations from 
the District of Columbia, Maryland, New Jersey, and Pennsylvania state societies 
to be their guest on the occasions of May 14th, 15th and 23rd, respectively. - 


During the past administration there has beet a steady development of 
the society. Let us resume the work in the autumn with a view to maintain 
and increase the flourishing condition of the organization, to assist in important 
work of reconstruction and Americanization, to fulfill our mission properly in 
the world of new conditions.

The Treasury Department in Washington writes to ask the co-operation of our 
Society in helping the returned soldiers to realize how important it is that they con- 
serve the war insurance that they have taken. If possible, let us help the soldier boys 
to retain their insurance; and, if there are those who do not understand .the necessity 
of so doing, direct them to men who are able to explain its value. 

In August your President National was made a member of the Organization 
Committee for Constitutional Campaign and Celebration of Constitution Day on 
September the 17th, and the United States Daughters of 1812 were included among 
the allied Societies furthering this movement. Literature was mailed to State Presi- 
dents on the subject and it is expected that appropriate exercises were arranged in 
every Society to celebrate the 132nd anniversary of the signing of the Constitution. 
We believe with the State Superintendent of Public Instruction of Colorado that a 
celebration in honor of the Constitution of the United States goes far to stabilize 
American institutions and quicken devotion to American ideals. It was Gladstone 
who said, “The American Constitution is the most wonderful work ever struck off 
at a given moment by the brain and purpose of man.” 

The entire country is interested in the third Red Cross Roll Call, beginning on 
November 2nd and concluding on November 11th. In membership the goal is unlimited 
enrollment; but $15,000,000 is the desired amount. It is a great privilege to have a 
share in this relief work and support of the “Greatest Mother in the World.” 


Reported Items from the State Societies. 
(Since March, 1919.) 


Alabama: Mrs. R. H. Woodrow presented a silk flag to the Alabama Charter Chap- 
ter, which presented it in turn to St. Andrews Episcopal Church on December 15th, 
in the name of the U. S. D. 1812. This flag was consecrated and later hung upon 
the walls of the church. 

Arkansas: Miss Stella Pickett Hardy of Batesville, who with her mother has spent 
an enjoyable summer in California, wishes to remind the members to send names of 
their relatives, if they have not already done so, to her for the 1812 Roll of Honor. 

Connecticut: On October 2nd the Connecticut Society held its thirteenth annual 
meeting at Hotel Stratfield, Bridgeport, the arrangements and success attending the 
function being in the hands of the Vice-President, Mrs. Charles H. Armstrong. After 
the roll call, annual reports were given, showing the accomplishment of splendid work. 
This means interest, and interest means new kinds of work, new members, and a 
larger view of life. The State President, on account of her election last April to the 
office of President National, resigned after eight years of faithful service. Mrs. 
A. E. Fones of Bridgeport was elected unanimously as State President. At the 
close of the session, Mrs. Clarence F. R, Jenne and Mrs. David T. Welch, a Real 
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Daughter, were made Honorary State Presidents for life. A delightful program was 
rendered after the luncheon. The necessity of Americanization is gripping every 
individual member and a committee has been appointed to undertake this work in 
this Period of Reconstruction. : 

The Society has received recently the prints from a new copper plate made for 
them by a well-known engraver. This plate, bearing also the insignia of the National 
Society, will be used in connection with their historical collection in the State Library. 
It is hoped to have a special case in the Capitol some time for the proper display and 
preservation of flags, swords, and similar items relating to the War of 1812, when 
the Society has secured a sufficient collection to justify the erection of such a case. 

The Vermont State President, Mrs. Lucy Macdonough Reade, granddaughter of 
Com. Thomas Macdonough, has presented to the Connecticut Daughters of 1812 two 
books, both studies of the War of 1812: “The Invasion of the City of Washington” 
and “ The Battle of Plattsburg,” by John M. Stahl, President of the Illinois Sons of 
1812. Theodore Roosevelt said: ‘I have just read ‘The Invasion of the City of 
Washington’ and think it admirable. I wish it could be circulated throughout all 
our country.” 

From Oct. Ist, 1918 to Oct. Ist, 1919 Connecticut leads all states in net gain of 
membership and was the first state to pay the per capita tax to the National Society. 

Delaware: According to a communication from the State President, Mrs. Selden 
S. Deemer, the first meeting of this Society was held in New Castle on the third Tues- 
day in October, when a committee was appointed to see what could be accomplished 
with regard to a satisfactory contribution to help fight Bolshevism. 

lllInols; Deep sympathy is extended to Mrs. John R. Hoffman, President of U. S. 
D. 1812, State of Illinois. On May 18, 1919, her only son, a 2nd Lieutenant in the 
U. S. Army, was thrown from his horse at Fort Bliss and fatally injured. He was 
laid beside his grandfather, Lt. Col. Douglas Hopeman, at Ottawa, Illinois,

Indiana; At the time of the annual meeting the last of May, the State President, 
Mrs. F. A. Morrison, gave to the members of the State Society a luncheon at the 
Claypool Hotel, Indianapolis, at which her mother, Mrs. E. A. Cobb, their first Real 
Daughter, was the honor guest. Voluntary subscriptions were made for the support 
of two French orphans and more than the amount required was raised. 

lowa: Mrs. D. W. Bushnell of Council Bluffs was elected President at the annual 
meeting held on March 26, 1919, at the home of Miss Key with Miss Mary Denny as 
hostess. In the absence of the President, Mrs. Robert J. Johnson, Mrs. D. W. Bush- 
nell presided and Mrs. J. J. Sullivan served as Recording Secretary at the business 
session that followed. It was voted to buy a Liberty Bond in the fifth drive, to con- 
tribute $10 to the Soldiers’ Hospital at Camp Dodge and to use $36.50 for the sup- 
port of a French orphan. Mrs. Wood gave an account of the State Center local 
Chapter and all officers rendered a full report of their year’s work. . . 

Kansas: The annual meeting was held on Oct. 30th, and the President National 
received a cordial invitation to be the guest of the Society at that time; but, on 
account of a large amount of work at Headquarters, could not accept. At the annual 
meeting Mrs. Frederick Wilcox of 318 W. Armour Boulevard, Kansas City, Mo. was 
elected State President. The members of this Organization have worked faithfully 
the past years for the Red Cross and are now ready to take up the state work again 
with added enthusiasm. 

Missourl: The Missouri State Society joined with the Colonial Dames and the 
Daughters of Founders and Patriots in placing a memorial tablet to the St. Louis 
boys in the City Hall of St. Louis, 
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The annual meeting was held on Oct. 23rd at Hotel Statler, the Daniel Boone 
Room. After the election of officers, luncheon was served to local members and 
delegates, 

Mrs, Theodore Shelton, Honorary State President and Auditor National, was 
present at the meeting of the National Executive Board, afterwards remaining several 
days in the Capitol City of Connecticut. 

Mrs. L. M. Ottofy, 5228 Vernon Ave., St. Louis, was elected President in place of 
Mrs, Riclas Phillips, who is soon to be absent, journeying in the West for several 
‘months. 

New Jersey: In the spring this Society contributed $500 to the Women’s College at 
New Brunswick, thus becoming one of the Founders and the first patriotie Society to 
obtain this honor. Nineteen French orphans and two Belgians have been adopted by 
different members. On the service flag there are forty-two stars and one gold star 
for Paul H. Mayhew. 

The keynote of the address by former Gov. Edward Casper Stokes at the annual 
meeting of the Daughters of 1812 of New Jersey was the Constitution of the United 
States, the meagre information of the average American concerning it,— and he urged 
the members to study the Constitution that they might disseminate knowledge on 
the subject. 

The first meeting of the year was to be held on the college grounds or in one of 
the buildings at the State College, when Dr. Demarest, President of Rutgers College, 
also located in New Brunswick, gave the address of the afternoon session. At this 
time the student at Rutgers who wrote the best essay on the War of 1812 read the 
composition which was awarded the prize of $25 offered by the State Society of 
Daughters of 1812. 

New York: New York placed stars on their flag, representing 90 members, in honor 
of 143 who served.

Miss Martha Treat Douglas from New York City has been summering in her 
interesting old Country Seat in Windsor, Conn., where your President National has 
had the pleasure of visiting. 

Mr. and Mrs, Thomas Gladstone Massey of Pondfield Road, Bronxville, New York, 
have reached San Francisco, having motored over 4,150 miles through sixteen states 
and Yellowstone Park without a mishap of any kind. After spending the winter in 
California, Mr. and Mrs. Massey will sail for the Orient. We wish our truly devoted 
member and Charter Trustee with her husband a happy voyage across the blue Pacific, 
a happy sojourn, and finally a safe return journey. 

Ohio: In Ohio a work is being done which might be of interest to other members 
of the National Society: namely, the purchasing of fruit trees to be planted in the 
devastated regions of France as memorials to American boys who died in service and 
gave their lives that the World might be free. For every soldier and sailor in Canton 
and Stark Counties, a fruit tree will be planted in France. The trees are sold at 
seventy-five cents each; and, if any State Society wishes to buy an orchard of 100 
trees, this orchard may be named for the Society in memory of its fallen heroes. 
Any individual wishing to purchase a tree in memory of a war hero is asked to com- 
municate with Mrs. William D. Caldwell (814 Cleveland Ave., N. W., Canton, 0.), 
Chairman of the committee or with Mrs. Lorin Carr, Regent of the Madison-McKinley 
Chapter. Under the direction of this Chapter, 350 of the trees during an intensive 
campaign have been sold. 

This Chapter has also been a sustaining member of the Y. W. C. A.

One of the inter- 
esting events in connection with the occasion was the ceremony entrusted to the Old. 
Hickory Chapter of decorating the statue of Andrew Jackson in Court Square. The 
State President, Mrs. Mary C. Dorris of Nashville, was present and responded to 
the address of welcome. 

Our sympathy is extended to Miss Susie Gentry of Franklin, Honorary Vice- 
President National, in the passing away of her father. ; 

Texas: ‘The first autumn meeting of the Texas Society was held on October lst. 
The Treasurer National, Mrs. Alvin V. Lane of Dallas, took the long journey to 
Hartford, Conn., to attend the meeting of the National Executive Board: such faith- 
fulness is deeply appreciated by the President National. 

Vermont: ‘The annual meeting of the Vermont Society, U. S. D. 1812, was held in 
the Roof Garden of the Hotel Vermont, Burlington, the queen city of the state, on 
November fourth. Luncheon was served by the Capt. Caleb Hill Chapter, Isle La Motte, 
after which Mrs. Charles H. Reade of South Hero, the State President, opened the 
Session. Miss Ella M. Bailey of Montpelier, Third Vice-President, welcomed the 
members and guests. Greetings from the Vermont Colonial Dames were given by 
their President, Mrs. George H. V. Allen, from the National Colonial Dames by their 
President, Mrs. J. Holmes Jackson, and from the Daughters of the American Revolution 
by Mrs. Harris R. Watkins; and the address of the afternoon was given by your 
President National, who organized the Society in 1901, serving as its President for 
nine years.

Our Librarian National, Mrs. William V. Jobes of Portland, Oregon, is 
actively engaged in collecting books as a nucleus for our library and has received two 
volumes of value: “A History of Oregon 1792-1849” by W. H. Gray, and a book of 
“The Conkling-Prosch Family” by Thomas W. Prosch, Seattle, Wash., and has in 
prospect many more. Mrs. Jobes conceives the plan of asking the members of each 
Society to present through their President a copy of the earliest authentic history of 
the state in which they live and also the latest and most complete history of such 
State obtainable, If these books should be forthcoming, we should have an excellent 
library.

The Real Daughter Memorial Pin adopted at the 18th Annual Associate Council 
in April 1919, is prepared only by J. E. Caldwell and Co. of Philadelphia, and con- 
sists of the Real Daughter Pin with a band of silver added, on which appears, in blue 
enamel, the maiden name of the Real Daughter, with year of her birth and death. On 
the back of the pin is engraved the name of her husband, with date and place of their 
marriage. If an unmarried Daughter, place of her birth and death may be substituted 
on the back. The Memorial Pin may be procured through a permit issued by the 
Chairman of Real Daughter Pins, Miss M: Louise Edge of 95 Wayne St., Jersey City, 
and can be worn only by lineal descendants of the Real Daughter to whom it belonged.

Items of Interest from the States and Chapters. 


Alabama: Mrs. John A. Lusk, the State President, has sent to the members of her 
Organization a message, which has been copied by the principal daily papers of the 
state. She asked the members to work and save to “wipe out America’s great 
malady,’ to follow the government plan of keeping a strict account of expenditures, 
during January, of saving in February, and of making an investment of savings in 
March. 

Arkansas; The State President, Mrs. Lockie Ball Barnett, has written for a copy 
of the Arkansas Gazette, commemorating the founding of the state’s first newspaper 
in 1819 an interesting article on “ The Soldier of 1812 as an Arkansas Pioneer,” 
the purpose of the article being to mention a few of the Soldiers of 1812 who won 
places in the history of the state. The Nicholas Headington Chapter has placed 
in the old capitol grounds a granite boulder inscribed to Gen. James Miller, who 
distinguished himself in the War of 1812 and was appointed Governor of Arkansas 
by President Monroe. The Governor who succeeded him, George Izard, when the War 
began, was made Colonel of the 2nd Artillery and later rose to the rank of Major 
General. William 8S. Fulton, who was appointed Governor in 1835, was aide on 
General Jackson’s staff at the Battle of New Orleans. Arkansas owes a big debt to 
the enterprise and industry of the Soldiers of the War of 1812 and their descendants. 

As Adjutant General of the 66th Brigade, a part of the 33rd Division, the 
illustrious husband of our Registrar National, Mrs. James H. Stansfield, sailed 
for France in May 1918. During the Battle of the Bois de Chaume he was called 
upon to reorganize the line of the 132nd Infantry under a grilling fire from the 
enemy. For this he was cited for “distinguished and exceptional gallantry in the 
operations of the American Expeditionary Forces.” He received also another citation 
for “exceptional, meritorious and conspicuous services,” both citations being signed 
by Gen. John J. Pershing. When the armistice was signed, the Division was sent 
into Luxembourg, where he served as acting Adjutant General, Judge Advocate and 
Officer in Charge of Civil Affairs. Upon return from overseas, he served as Adjutant 
General of the Division until the 33rd was mustered out at Camp Grant. He was 
then sent to Camp Shelby, Mississippi, to serve as Judge Advocate until the camp 
was closed in October and is now serving as Judge Advocate of the 3rd Division 
and stationed at Camp Pike, Arkansas. 

Mrs. Stansfield, who is staying in Little Rock to be near her husband, has 
received a cordial welcome, having been entertained on many occasions. In February 
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when Gen. Pershing paid an official visit to Camp Pike, Mrs. Stansfield was honored 
by being asked by the wife of Major General Lewis to receive with her at the reception 
given in his honor. 

Colorado: Mrs. Frank W. Wheaton of Denver, the State President, has been in- 
capacitated for many weeks on account of a severe accident, but is regaining slowly 
her usual strength. 

Florida; The State President, Miss Ella M. Rorabeck, has written for the Florida

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TO THE DAUGHTERS OF 1812: 


An unusually large representation of prominent members from many states attended 
the 19th annual Associate Council, which convened in Washington, D. C., on the week 
of April 26th at the New Willard. At the meeting of the National Board on Monday 
morning every one showed herself in harmony with the interests of the organization. 
Through the kindness of our First Vice-President, Mrs. Samuel Preston Davis, the 
National Board and the Arkansas delegation were royally entertained at luncheon 
at Hotel Washington. The souvenirs consisted of vases of Arkansas pottery and 
natural cotton bolls just as they grew in the sunny South. A delightful tea, which 
was given also by the District of Columbia Society at the Shoreham for the National 
Society, was largely attended. On Monday evening at the reception in the Red Parlor 
the Vice-President of the United States, Thomas R. Marshall, graciously received in 
line with the National President, officers, honorary oflicers and Real Daughters, and 
honored with remarks appropriate to the occasion the patriotic members and guests 
who had invaded Washington from all parts of the country. Later in the evening 
following refreshments, Hon. Newton D, Baker, Secretary of War, accompanied by Mrs. 
Baker, made a brief address enthusiastically received. The cordial fellowship and 
sociability made the evening an event long to be cherished and remembered by the 
Daughters of 1812 and their guests. 

On Tuesday morning the opening session of the annual Associate Council was 
called to order at 10 o’clock, with the President National in the chair. Devotional 
exercises were in charge of Captain James Harvey Dunham, Chaplain of the United 
States Army, after which allegiance was pledged to the flag. Mr. William Tyler Page, 
Clerk of the House of Representatives, recited his “American’s Creed,” something 
always believed but not concretely expressed, written to keep alive the American spirit 
and faith in the great American system of government. An autographed copy of the 
Creed was given to many present. Comprehensive reports from all national officers 
and chairmen of standing committees, were submitted, adopted and filed. Our former 
President National, Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles, was requested by the President to act 
as parliamentarian during the Congress and kindly consented. One hundred eighty- 
seven delegates were present according to the report of Mrs. Washington L. Mann of 
New York, Chairman of the Credential Committee, to whom much credit is due. 

_ Miss M. Louise Edge reported that 581 Real Daughters’ pins had been presented 
to date. 

A chapter charter was adopted and will be issued upon request in the early 
fall to the state presidents to be given in turn when chapters are formed in their 
society. ' 
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During the year three hundred thirty-six new members have been added to the 
society and a larger number of Certificates of Membership has been issued than 
previously with the exception of one year. 

Mrs. Drayton W. Bushnell of Iowa was appointed Chairman of the Committee on 
Resolutions; but on account of illness in her family was unable to serve and Mrs. 
Alvin V. Lane was appointed in her stead. 

_ Chancellor McGown, in an informative address on the problem undermining the 
country today, spoke of the accomplishment of the American International College in 
Springfield, Mass., in interpreting American ideals and principles to all classses of 
foreign born, men and women, giving them education that fits them for work among 
their own people. This college would be indebted to any state society wishing to 
share financially in the support of this patriotic endeavor, one of the most excellent 
fields of Americanization in the country. These gifts should be sent to Mrs. Frank H. 
Metcalf, 387 Appleton St., Holyoke, Mass., National Chairman of the Committee on 
Americanization. Mrs. Metcalf gave an excellent report, and great results will be . 
expected from her committee the coming year. 

Mrs. Cabot Stevens, Chairman of the District Committee for Relief in the Near 
Kast, gave an inspiring appeal for Armenia. Following her talk a resolution endorsing 
the work of the American Committee for Relief in the Near East was offered by Mrs. 
Robert C. Maxwell of New Jersey and adopted. Are there not enough interested, so 
that by giving a small sum each we could adopt one or more orphans? Any contri- 
bution, great or small, may be sent to the Treasurer National, Mrs. Robert J. Johnston, 
Humboldt, Ia. 

Like other representative groups this society gave their spontaneous approval to 
the endorsement of the nation-wide movement of presenting a gift from the American 
people to the Republic of France in commemoration of the first battle of the Marne. 
The colossal statue being designed by Frederick MacMonnies and costing $250,000, 
will be placed in a position overlooking the Marne River near the village. of Meaux, 
where the first German advance on Paris was stopped on September 6, 1914, less 
than thirty miles from Paris. In the museum at the base of the statue will be 
placed the names of the societies sending contributions. It was recommended that 
each state society be asked to contribute a suitable amount. Any sum, however small, 
may be sent to Mrs. S. P. Davis, 523 Mast Capitol Ave., Little Rock, Ark. 

On motion of Mrs. Reuben Ross Holloway of Baltimore, Md., a resolution was 
adopted by the convention pledging concerted action to bring pressure to bear on the 
Osborne Historical Building Bill, that Congress authorize an appropriation of 
$2,000,000 for the building of a strictly modern fire- -proof repository in the District of 
Columbia, in which could be safely housed and protected historical documents relating 
to the history of this country. This bill, proposed by Pierson W. Banning, Vice- 
President of the Society Sons of the Revolution of Los Angeles, for enactment by 
_ Congress, and introduced in Congress by Hon, H. Z. Osborne, should have the support 
of every patriotic society. It was unanimously carried that letters be sent to the 
proper members of Congress and *‘ Committee on Public Buildings or Grounds,” urging 
its approval and passage. Will each state president bear this request in mind? 

It was the unanimous voice of the assembly that the state presidents, through 
their Congressmen, urge the passing of a bill in Congress appropriating sufficient funds 
for the printing of the Navy Records from 1784 to 1816. Will all the presidents unite 
in a petition to their Congressmen for the passage of this bill? 

A resolution that a specific gift be made to the Roosevelt House and that it take the 
form of a complete collection of books on American Naval History, to be known as 
“The Roosevelt Memorial American Naval History Library,” presented by the N. 8S. 
U~. 8. D. 1812, was offered by Mrs. Robert C. Maxwell of New Jersey and adopted 
by the Council. The following ladies were named to serve on a committee to gather 
funds and to carry out the wishes of the society relative to this memorial, in appre- 
ciation of the great patriot and author, Theodore Roosevelt: Mrs. R. C. Maxwell, 
Chairman, Mrs. J. F. Weinmann, Mrs. §. Lansburg, Mrs. E. P. Moody, Mrs. W. F. 
Quicksall, Mrs, A. K. Fones, Mrs. 8. W. Earle and Mrs. W. V. Jobes.

Mrs. James H. Stansfield recommended that each society in states where vital 
records are not preserved use its influence toward the passing of a bill in the state 
legislature requiring the proper recording of births, marriages and deaths. 

Mrs. Frederick A. Waldron of New Jersey offered a resolution of greetings and 
felicitations to the Society of Mayflower Descendants on the Tercentenary of the 
Landing of the Pilgrim Fathers and a copy has been sent to the Governor General of 
that society. 

Through the plans mapped out by the Sulgrave Institution of the Pilgrim 
Tercentenary, celebrations will be held this year in England, Leyden, Holland and later © 
in Provincetown and Plymouth, Mass. It has been requested on behalf of the Board 
of Governors and members of the Sulgrave Institution and associated bodies that a 
committee be appointed to cooperate in this movement. The following ladies constitute 
the national and executive committees: Mrs. Clarence F. R. Jenne, Chairman, Mrs. ~ 
Robert Hall Wiles, Ill., Mrs. T. L. A. Greve, O., Mrs. Frank D. Callan, N. Y., Mrs. 
John Francis Yawger, N. Y. and Mrs. Noyes D. Baldwin, Conn. 

A resolution was offered by Mrs. Edward M. Schaaf of Missouri concerning 
naturalization laws, which will provide every woman citizenship on her own responsi- 
bility and on a basis of personal qualification. 

The Associate Council unanimously endorsed for the third time a resolution on 
universal military training. 

On June 14, 1777, the U. 8. Congress in Philadelphia adopted the Stars and 
Stripes as the National Flag. dn accordance with the expressed wishes of the Associate 
Council the following rules are printed: 

The Flag should not be hoisted before sunrise nor allowed to remain up after 
sunset. 

At “ Morning and Evening Colors,” civilian spectators should stand at “ attention ” 
and uncover during the playing of the “Star Spangled Banner.” Military spectators 
are required by Regulation to stand at “attention” and give the military salute. The 
Flag should never be allowed to touch the ground and should never be raised or 
lowered by any mechanical appliance. 

When the National Colors are passing on parade, or in review, the spectator 
should, if walking, halt, and if sitting, arise and stand at attention and uncover. 

Whenever .the “Star Spangled Banner” is being played or sung, all persons 
within hearing should rise and stand, uncovered, during its rendition. 

When the National and State, or other flags fly together, the National Flag should 
be on the right. 

When the Flag is flown at half staff as a sign of mourning, it should be hoisted 
to full staff at the conclusion of the funeral. 

The National Salute is one gun for every State. The International Salute is, 
under the Law of Nations, 21 guns. 

_ Whenever possible the Flag should be flown from a staff or mast, but should not 
be fastened to the side of a building, platform, or scaffolding. It should not be used 
ee aa over a table, desk or box, and where anything can be set or placed upon 

e Flag. . 

When the Flag is used as a banner, the union should fly to the north in streets 
running east and west and to the east on streets running north and south. 

When flags are used in unveiling a statue or monument they should not be 
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allowed to fall to the ground, but should be carried aloft to wave out, forming a 
distinctive feature during the remainder of the ceremony. (first used at national 
unveiling ceremonies by Frederick D. Owen.) 

Our News-Letters are costing, in printing, double the amount of two years ago. 
It is difficult to obtain paper, which is high in price, and it will be a long time 
before relief will come. It was therefore passed unanimously by the Committee 
on Resolutions and by the Associate Council that each state pay fifteen cents per 
eapita for their News-Letter issued in March, June and November, or five cents a 
copy. ‘This official organ is of real value, keeping our members from France to the 
Philippine Islands in close touch with each other. If we had no publication, would 
we not lose a certain source of inspiration and help as well as unity? The President 
National is gratified with the hearty response of many of the state presidents who are 
anxious and willing to pay this slight amount for their News-Letters. If space 
permitted, she would give some of their expressions of appreciation regarding the 
vital importance of the News-Letter to them and to their membership. 

The banquet on Tuesday evening in the ballroom of the hotel was an unusually 
brilliant social function, to which music contributed. A program appropriate to the 
oceasion was prepared, the President National acting as toastmistress. The invocation 
was given by the Rey. Forrest Prettyman, Chaplain of the Senate. Hon. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, spoke on preserving the records pertaining 
to the War of 1812.. Hon. Augustine Lonergan, Congressman from Connecticut, 
emphasized the need for Americanization of alien elements. Hon. John Barrett, Director 
General of the Pan-American Union, the official organization of the American Republics, 
stated that women can be a strong force in preventing the spread of Bolshevism and 
that the solidarity of the Western Hemisphere against Bolshevism may be the final 
influence that will keep these forces from dominating the world. Brief addresses of 
interest were given by other guests of prominence: Mrs. George Thacher Guernsey, 
Honorary President General of the Daughters of the American Revolution, Mrs. George 
Maynard Minor, President General of that Society, Mrs. William Gerry Slade, Honorary 
President National of the United States Daughters of 1812, and Mrs. Robert Hall 
Wiles, President General of the Daughters of the Founders and Patriots of America. 
Greetings were read by Mrs. James H. Stansfield from Gen. Leonard Wood, Governor 
General of the Society of Mayflower Descendants, who regretted that he could not be 
present. 

At the closing session on Wednesday six national officers were elected as follows: 
First Vice-President, Mrs. Samuel P. Davis of Arkansas; Third Vice-President, Mrs. 
Samuel Williams Earle of Illinois; Recording Secretary, Mrs. Charles Read Banks of 
New Jersey; Treasurer, Mrs. Robert J. Johnston of Iowa; Historian, Mrs. Arthur S. 
Isham of Vermont; and Auditor, Mrs. Edmund P. Moody of Delaware. Mrs. Henry 
J. Carr of Pennsylvania acted as Chairman of Tellers. 

Following the election of officers, reports from state presidents were read, showing 
increased activity in membership and volume of work accomplished. Mrs. Reuben 
Ross Holloway of Maryland and Mrs. Homer Lee of New York were requested 
to act as official timekeepers. 

Several books were presented to the library and very soon a bookplate similar 
to the one prepared by the Connecticut Daughters of 1812 will be presented by the 
Librarian National, Mrs, William V. Jobes. A gavel made of historic wood from 
Jamestown, Va., was also given to the society by Virginia. 

We would not be unmindful of the compliment paid by J. E. Caldwell and Com- 
pany at the time of our Associate Council in presenting the calendars, stationery and 
the attractive spoons given to the pages. 

Notice of proposed amendments to the National Constitution to be acted upon at 
the next annual Associate Council was offered as follows: to change Art. VIII, Sec 
2 and Art. IX, See. 1. 

Immediately after the close of the Associate Council there was a meeting of the 
National Executive Board, all members with one exception being present. 

The President National was the recipient of many luncheons and teas and the 
flowers bestowed upon her were deeply appreciated. She noted with intense satis- 
faction the evidence of loyalty and confidence displayed by the members. She wishes 
to thank all committees and those associated with her in making the 19th annual 

Associate Council a profitable and successful meeting. 
é Ten names have been added to the Honor Roll, thus giving us 1859 stars in our 
service flag. Jf there are other names, the National Chairman, Miss Stella Pickett 
Hardy, urges the members to send them to her prior to the first of September. Any 
information received before that date will be incorporated in a manuscript entitled 
“The Greatest Gift to the World War of the National Society United States Daughters 
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of 1812.” Two copies of these records will be prepared, one to be kept in our own — 
archives, the other to be presented to the Congressional Library. With the cooperation 
of the state presidents, she will endeavor to make this an accurate, complete record. 

Attention has been called by Mr. Robert E. Landis to the year book of Americans 
of Achievement, which is to be issued in periodic volumes from family records regis- 
tered in the Archives of the Bureau of Military and Civic Achievement in Washington. 
It is planned to have this book published for free distribution to state libraries, 
public archives and historical societies that make proper provision for their filing and 
preservation. We fully endorse the work and realize that as time passes it will become 
very valuable.

Holloway at her charming home at Nor mandy Heights. The visit is a happy memory. 

This Society has sent subscriptions amounting to $125 to the Salvation Army 
during its drive. The committee appointed to assist in the drive for the Roosevelt 
Memorial Fund handled subscriptions to the amount of $1,276. Members of the Red 
Cross Section of the Society have continued their visits to Aberdeen Proving Ground 
and Edgewood Arsenal, where during the war, weekly visits were made to cheer those 
in the wards. $1,000 has been subscribed to the New Union Memorial Hospital to 
build a bed “in honor of the soldiers who served at Edgewood Arsenal during the war.” 
A successful card party was held in February in interest of this gift.

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TO THE DAUGHTERS OF 1812: 


It is difficult to conceive of a more enviable privilege than that of communicating 
again through the News-Lerrer with each member of our organization. Let our aim be 
a well organized society in every state in the Union and a multiplicity of chapters. Let 
the purpose of each state be to double the membership and to make the society better 
known. May each one of us exert her influence; so that the future may find our organi- 
zation of greater power than it has been in the past: I bespeak your earnest support in 
all of our future activities. We met the grave problems of the war; pow let us become 
identified in constructive work. In the present complicated world crisis confronting us 
may each member strive to accomplish something definite of value and render the highest 
| type of devoted service in the home, city, state and country. 

Four documents mark the struggle of a thousand years to attain the civil liberty 
enjoyed by the American citizen: the Magna Charta in 1215, English Bill of Rights 1689, 
. Declaration of Independence in 1776 and Constitution of the United States of America 
in ie The last named represents the highest expression of the sovereignty of a free 
_ people. 
. President Wilson in a proclamation suggested that December 21st be celebrated 
throughout the United States as the Tercentenary of the landing of the Pilgrims at Ply- 
mouth in 1620 and recommended that the day be fittingly observed “‘to the end that salutary 
and patriotic lessons be drawn from the fortitude, perseverance and ideals of the Pilgrims.” 

Your President National, accompanied by several of the national officers and state 

residents, represented the United States Daughters of 1812 at a meeting at Carnegie 

all, New York, on the evening of September 27th, conducted by the Sulgrave Institution 
_ and associated societies to celebrate the 300th anniversary of the first American legislative 
assembly and the Pilgrim Fathers’ Mayflower Compact, signalizing the beginnings of 
American free institutions. The President National was invited also to attend the recep- 
tion at City Hall, New York, to meet the distinguished guests and was present at the 
banquet at Hotel Astor. 

As we have met our obligations with initiative and enthusiasm in the past, now that 
the nineteenth amendment has been ratified, let us accept with a progressive spirit the 
responsibility of our enlarged citizenship and show willingness and ability to co-operate 
gladly with the established organizations as we conscientiously deem best. As the women 
in this country helped win the war, it is fitting that they now have a helpful voice in read- 
justment problems. 

At the autumn meeting of the National Executive Board in Hartford on October 7th 
at the Hartford Golf Club, a letter of importance was read from Mrs. Robert C. Maxwell, 
State President of New Jersey, relative to the procuring of a permanent home for the 
National Society United States Daughters of 1812. This predicts a forward movement 
in 1812 activities and has been a dream of your President for many years. Should not 
a society of as much dignity and strength as ours have a suitable abode that it may call 
its own? Without doubt the majestic George Washington Memorial Building, to be 
constructed in Washington, D. C., near the National Museum will prove the most desirable 
quarters for our organization and some plan should be adopted by which in the future 
we may be housed in some such impressive building. Providing such a home be forth- 
coming, two gifts from New Jersey were promised — one of a thousand dollars and one 
of a hundred dollars; and, since that time, a member from Oregon has offered one hundred 
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dollars; and a member ‘of the Connecticut State Society, one hundred dollars. It was 
voted that the President National appoint a committee of investigation, and upon 
request is chairman, to report at the meeting of the Board in Washington in April, 1921. 
The following have been asked to serve:. Mrs. Robert J. Johnston of Iowa, Mrs. Samuel 
P. Davis of Arkansas, Mrs. W. Samuel Goodwyn of Virginia, Mrs. Samuel Williams Earle 
of Illinois, Mrs. Henry J. Carr of Pennsylvania, Mrs. T. G. Massey of New York, Mrs. 
Robert C. Maxwell of New Jersey, Mrs. G. M. Brumbaugh of Washington, D. C., and 
Mrs. William V. Jobes of Oregon. Since April the Chairman of Certificates, Mrs. Earle, 
has sent out eighty certificates. New membership blanks have been authorized. As an 
emergency ‘measure, the National Board at Washington voted to ask eight cents for each 
membership blank; but it is hoped that if the amendment passes the next Council, namely, 
that the per capita tax be changed from fifty cents to a dollar, that the former price of 
five cents will be the cost. These new lineage papers comprise a few important changes 
deemed necessary to render. them of greater historical value and thus become a priceless 
national record to those coming after us. The handsome new charters for chapters were 
displayed and may be obtained at the price of two dollars each from the Chairman of 
Supplies, Mrs. Albion B. Wilson, upon request of state presidents. It was considered 
advisable and so ordered that patents be taken out to protect bars of national officers 
and state presidents, also that wider official ribbon for members of the National Board be 
ordered from Caldwell and Co. An endorsement was voted of the People’s Edition of the 
Constitution of the United States. Mrs. William V. Jobes reported the gift of two valuable 
books for the National Library. A suggestion was made that state curators endeavor to 
obtain at least one souvenir or relic and present the same to the national society. Mrs, 
Henry J. Carr suggested that the Monday afternoon before the next Associate Council be 
devoted to a meeting of the state presidents for helpful discussion, as-part of the regular 
pea but in no way interfering with the regular session of the Council. It was thought 

est that each state president give a detailed report at the Annual Council, thus omitting 
the customary resumé of state reports formerly given by the Historian National. 

Your President has been invited to serve on the National Committee of the Valley 
Forge Historical Society and it was the desire of the Board that their project (the comple-. 
tion of Patriot’s Hall, the erection of Washington Memorial Library and the erection, 
equipment and endowment of Halls of History, including Victory Hall conseerated to the 
memory of heroes of the World War) be endorsed. [t was announced that Mrs. Jonathan 
G. Eddy of Sioux Falls has been appointed Organizing President of South Dakota; Mrs: 
Charles L. La Forgue of Paris, Organizing President in France. It may be of interest to 
note that the News-Lerrer has been placed on the table of the American express office 
in Paris, where many Americans congregate. rat 

At luncheon the members of the Board were guests of the President National, Cor- 
responding Secretary and Special Secretary National. An informal reception to the Board 
and Hartford members was given in the evening at the beautiful home of Mrs. Harry 
R. Williams of Prospect Ave. An interesting collection of firearms and lances of different 
countries and periods was shown; and an evening of sociability, enjoyed. 

On the 24th of September your President was a guest of the Boston Colony of New 
England Women in Springfield, Mass. , 

She was invited to present before the Greenfield local D. A. R. Chapter on October 
15th a paper on “Old Newgate,’ Connecticut’s most famous ruin, formerly utilized as a 
prison during the troublesome times of the War of the Revolution. | 

At the yearly conference of the Massachusetts State Society, D. A. R., held at Hotel 
Bancroft in Worcester on October 27th, as one of the honor guests, your President carried 
greetings from the N. S. U. S. D. of 1812. 

The autumn meeting of the Ruth Wyllys Chapter, D. A. R., was held at the Hartford 
Golf Club on October 29th to commemorate the hiding of the state Charter in the oak on 
the Wyllys ‘estate. Following the luncheon, Mrs. George Maynard Minor, President 
General, addressed the Chapter on the subject, “‘Home and Country.”’’ Toasts were given 
by your President National, Mrs. John Laidlaw Buel, State Regent of the D. A. R.; Mrs: 
Charles H. Bissell, State Vice Regent; Miss Jean Coltrane of North Carolina, Historian 
General, and Miss Nettleton, Treasurer of the Ellsworth Memorial Association. 

On the anniversary of :the birth of the late Theodore Roosevelt, October 27th, Mrs. 
Robert C. Maxwell sent to each state president a letter, asking financial co-operation 
toward the Roosevelt Memorial American Naval History Library, the specific gift from 
our society to the Roosevelt House. Several states have already responded to this appeal. 
Let it be the desire of each society to contribute to this memorial gift before April Ist, 1921, 
and thus further the patriotic work undertaken by the Daughters of 1812. It may not 
be possible for each state to give a large amount, but we earnestly wish that every state 
organization contribute something. If anyone knows of any book not included in the list 
published in the June News-Lertrer, but dealing with the naval history of the United 
States, will she communicate with Mrs. Maxwell, Chairman of the Library Committee, 
926 W. State St., Trenton, N. J. 
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It is imperative that state presidents remember to send in properly signed roll removal 
blanks to headquarters for members dropped for any reason whatever; a member is not 
dropped unless the President National receives such a blank, signed by her and sent to 
the Registrar National.

Kentucky: The state meeting was held in Louisville at the Seelbach Hotel on ‘the 
29th of October. The President National regretted not being able to accept at this time 
the invitation extended to her; however, she is hoping to visit many of the southern societies 
during ‘the winter. She wishes, also, to acknowledge the gracious invitation extended by 
the United Daughters of the Confederacy, through their President General. to be their 
guest at the twenty-seventh Annual Convention held in Asheville, North Carolina, 
November 9-13. 


Maine: Mrs. Thomas B. Peters of Portland has been elected State President. 
Not only sons and: daughters but former residents are observing this year the 100th 
anniversary of the state’ s entrance into the Union. In 1813 the famous naval battle of 
the American warship “‘Enterprise’’ and the British warship “‘Boxer’’ was fought off the 
eastern end of Casco Bay, the captains of both ships being killed in action and both buried 
in the old Eastern Cemetery at Portland. 


Mary land: Through funds raised by Mrs. Reuben Ross Holloway, State President, 
a copy of the “People’s Edition” of the Constitution of the United States has been pre- 
sented to each graduate of the Baltimore public schools this year. In the edition dis- 
tributed to the 3,000 graduates was an emphasis of the important parts of the document 
which guarantee life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness, which set forth the great prin- 
ciples of this government. The presentation was in honor of Maryland soldiers who served 
in the World War. In honor of Constitution Day, copies of the Constitution were sent 
also by Mrs. Holloway to members of the National Board and to each state president. 

At a meeting of the society held at the home of the State President, one of the soldiers 
at Edgewood Arsenal, entertained during the war by the Daughters of 1812, now Executive 
Secretary, League of Foreign-Born Citizens, stated that the New York organization has, 
aided more than 21,000 foreign-born in becoming citizens, besides extensive instruction 
work and entertainment.

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TO THE DAUGHTERS OF 1812: 


The twentieth annual Associate Council of the National Society United States Daugh- 
ters of 1812 will be held at the New Willard in Washington, D. C., during the week of 
April the 26th. The President National fervently wishes to stress the importance of this 
congress and ventures to hope that every state society and every chapter may be repre- 
sented; so that messages of helpfulness and inspiration may reach not only those already 
interested but also those who should be imbued with a desire to be more active, to have 
a more definite place in the accomplishments of the organization and to become increas- 
ingly valuable in constructive work. 


At ten a. m. on Monday, April 25th, the National Executive Board will convene 
and all unfinished business will be considered in the afternoon. A meeting of the new 
Executive Board will be called immediately after the adjournment of the Associate Council. 

Delegates are requested to report as soon as possible to the Credentials Committee, 
which meets on Monday afternoon from two until five o’clock and on Tuesday and Wednes- 
day mornings from nine until ten.at Room 1001. The able Chairman, Mrs. Washington 
L. Mann, 66 West 85th St., New York City, will be assisted by the following ladies:

At the October meeting of the National Executive Board, Mrs. Henry James Carr, 
Fourth Vice-President National, suggested a meeting of state presidents previous to the 
Associate Council but in no wise to interfere with it, this suggestion being adopted. To 
arrange plans, the President National appointed Mrs. Carr, who sent a letter to the state 
presidents, asking for subjects for a tentative program to bring out discussion and formulate 
ideas for the best growth of the Society. Among the suggestions received are the following: 


Best method for winning new members. 

Plan for securing and retaining Junior members. 

Compilation of By-Laws of all states. 

That the Society try to further interest in the period we seek to commemorate. 

That the home of the “Father of the U. S. Constitution”? be made more important. 

That Fort McHenry, where the National Anthem was “korn,” be brought more 
prominently before the people. 

That the Associate Council meet in the Central West occasionally. 

Have state societies historical collections? Where kept? 

How far shall our Society lend itself to various propaganda? 

This presidential conference, for actual state presidents only, will be held from three 
to five o’clock at some convenient place in the New Willard. 


On Monday evening from eight until eleven o’clock in the Red Parlor a delightful 
reception has been arranged. Members who are entitled to vote will receive tickets without 
charge upon presentation of credentials to the Credentials Committee and must obtain 
the same on Monday afternoon. Members who are not entitled to vote may receive 
tickets without charge on presentation of insignia or other proof of membership and Mrs. 
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Noble Newport Potts, Chairman of the Reception Committee, or her representative will 
be in the Credential Room to give out such tickets. For friends of members who do not 
belong to the organization tickets may be purchased at fifty cents each from a member 
of the Reception Committee at the door. Remember that all tickets must be presented 
for admission. It will be distinctly advantageous for every delegate and member to 
attend, as an opportune time is afforded for exchange of ideas and cordialities among 
prominent workers from all parts of the country. The highly esteemed President General 
of the Sons of the War of 1812, Honorable John D. Cadwalader of Pennsylvania, will be 
present and bring us a patriotic message. There will be other speakers of note. 


The Associate Council convenes on Tuesday morning, April 26th, at ten o’clock, in 
the small Ball Room. National officers, charter trustees, presidents of states and their 
executive officers, not exceeding twelve in number, honorary state presidents, eldest in 
service, organizing state presidents, chapter regents and chairmen of national standing 
committees are delegates by virtue of their office. If any of these delegates are not able 
to be present, they are privileged to name their own appointees from the active member- 
ship of the Society to which they belong. Each state Society (or its Executive Board if 
authorized to act) may elect a list of alternates, from which the State President may fill 
any vacancy in her delegation to the close of the Associate Council. Delegates are those 
holding office on March 31st. It is imperative that names and addresses of all alternates 
(appointed by individuals or by the State Society) be sent, according to the rules printed 
on the Credentials Card, to the Chairman of the Credentials Committee, Mrs. Washing- 
ton L. Mann, 66 West 85th St., New York City, on or before April 15th. 


There will be reports from all national officers, chairman of charter trustees, chair- 
men of standing and special committees, state presidents and organizing presidents. The 
year’s work should be concluded on April 1, 1921, and the annual report dated from April 
1, 1920, to April , 1921. The customary résumé of state reports formerly presented by 
the Historian National will be omitted this year and the privilege allowed the State Presi- 
dent or her representative to relate her Society’s activities, the time of each report tq,be 
limited to seven minutes. An official timekeeper will be appointed. 


At the last Associate Council, notice of two proposed amendments to the Constitution 
was given. These will be acted upon at the coming Council, according to Article XIX. 
The two questions to be considered are, first, the raising of the per capita tax from fifty 
cents to one dollar. Are we willing to handicap the work of the national organization 
by not increasing the per capita tax and is it generally understood that the national 
society does not receive any part of the initiation fee and dues of new members? The 
second question has to do with the changing of the time and place of the holding of our 
Annual Meetings of the Associate Council. Special import attaches to those two proposed 
amendments that pertain so vitally to the welfare of our organization. Every State 
President and her delegates will do well to consider seriously these questions before acting 
on them, for we wish to grow steadily in numbers and good works, and to be a power in 
every state of the nation.

Because they are of a Christian nation, 100,000 Armenian children are victims of 
cruelty of an infidel nation and are now feeling the pinch of famine. $5.00 a month will 
feed a child, $10.00 a month will feed, clothe and shelter a child, $15.00 a month will feed, 
clothe, shelter and educate a child. Conditions there are indescribable and appeal to the 
noblest element in humanity. Js not this appalling struggle of Armenia for existence a 
wonderful opportunity for our patriotic sisterhood to mitigate suffering? Let us pledge 
our co-operation and give of our substance. 


The President National has been the recipient of many social courtesies, having been 
made one of the honorary vice-presidents of the American and French Children’s League, 
an organization for the relief of the children war martyrs of devastated France, the object 
being to cement the tie of friendship between France and America. 
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She was cordially invited to be present and take part in the tribute paid to the name 
and fame of the “Father of his Country” at a celebration of the anniversary of the birth 
of George Washington by the Sulgrave Institution at St. Paul’s Chapel, New York City, 
at high noon, February 22nd.

Chairman of Americanization and Patriotic Education 

The Roosevelt Memorial American Naval History Library Fund, the specific gift 
from the Daughters of 1812 for the Roosevelt House, is growing and we are assured that 
our expectations will be grandly realized. Many states and individuals have responded 
liberally and it is hoped that there are yet those who will desire a share in the memorial 
to the name of one whom we honor as the typical American. The names of the states and 
individuals who contribute to this fund will be mentioned in the June News-Letrer 
and will be transmitted with the books to the Library. Mrs. Robert C. Maxwell, Chair- 
man of the Library Committee, 926 West State St., Trenton, N. J., is glad to receive con- 
tributions both large and small, and we trust that every state society will be represented 
in this memorial gift, since it comes from the society organized to commemorate the 
War of 1812, of which Theodore Roosevelt was the greatest historian. 


The President of the Naval History Society, Honorable James Barnes, has sent for the 
Roosevelt House collection a copy of the catalcgue of the John S. Barnes Memorial Library. 


Invitation has.been extended us to join the Second International Congress of Eugenics 
in New York City on September 22-28, 1921. Should anyone care to receive preliminary 
announcements, kindly notify Dr. C. C. Little, Secretary General, American Museum of 
Natural History, New York City. 


Although we are engrossed in present-day affairs, many times it is well to remember 
the days of old and recall our early beginnings. In view of this, the President National 
suggested at a meeting of the Board in January that we honor the name of the founder of 
the United States Daughters of 1812, Flora Adams Darling, by having her neme appear 
from henceforth with the names of the national and honorary officers.

During her absence Miss MacCalla of 2316 
er Ave., Chicago, will attend to all matters pertaining to the Certificates of Member- 
ship. 

Our Registrar National is spending the winter months at Camp Pike, where her 
husband, Col. Stansfield, is stationed. : 

May we call attention to the new lineage blanks that are now in use? If applicants 
will provide the information asked for, the blanks will prove of rare historical value to 
the future of our Society. Special mention is made of one member of the Committee on 
these new application papers, for Mrs. Nettie P. Akely of Vermont was unsparing in her 
efforts in helping to prepare a blank that we consider exceptional.

Items of Interest from the States and Chapters 


Alabama: The annual meeting will take plece in Birmingham in March. Three 
valued members, Miss imma P. Arthur, and two Real Daughters, Mrs. Frances W. Cole- 
man and Mrs. Lewis H. Crumpler, have recently been called from earthly scenes. 
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Arkansas: The Arkansas Federation of Women’s Clubs convened in Little Rock 
the middle of November. Our First Vice-President National, Mrs. Samuel Preston 
Davis, responded to the 1812 Toast. 


California: Among the recent members is a Real Daughter, Mrs. Wm. H. Lock- 
wood, who was discovered by the Regent of the Fredonia Chapter of San Francisco, Mrs. 
Dorville Libbey, herself a Real Daughter. Mrs. Lockwood, whose father was Josiah 
Wilcher, keeps the home for her son, has two sisters about her own age and lives in a small 
mountain village, Smith River, in the extreme northwestern part of California, so remote 
that it is reached by a lumber steamer only once in several weeks. At the time of sending 
her lineage blanks, she was ninety-nine years, four months old; but the fires of patriotism 
kindled in her heart long ago will never be extinguished until her life is snuffed out. We 
expect ere this that she has received the Real Daughter’s pin that she is entitled to wear. 
Would it not be a happy thought to remember this dear Real Daughter so far away with 
a post card shower? 


In February Mrs. A. S. Castles of Hollywood, State President, and Mrs. H. T. Wright, 
President of the Woman’s Club of that city, entertained with a luncheon Mrs. Dorville _ 
Libbey, who is visiting in Los Angeles. 


Colorado: A memorial meeting for Mrs. Charles B. Kountze and Mrs. Fannie 
D. W. Herdin was held in November at the residence of Mrs. Frank Wheaton, the State 
President. Mrs. C. C. Welch read a paper on the first landing of the Pilgrims at Cape Cod ~ 
and dwelt upon the difference between the Pilgrims and the Puritans. The Society helps 
to care for a Civil and Spanish War Nurse, assists the Visiting Nurses’ Association, and the 
Opportunity School in its Americanization work. It gives an annual prize to the scholar 
in one of the public schools who has made the best record for the year in American history.

The U. S. naval destroyer, No. 330, constructed at San Francisco, has been named 
Hull in honor of Commodore Isaac Hull, U. 8. N., born in Derby, Conn., where a monu- 
ment has been placed in his memory. In an engagement between the Constitution and the 
British Guerriere, in August, 1812, Hull’s boat easily overpowered its rival, resulting in the 
presentation of a gold medal by the government to the Connecticut seaman. 


Delaware: For the benefit of child welfare work, a Shakespeare Song Cycle, “‘An 
Old English Garden,’ was presented on February 17th at Hotel Du Pont, Wilmington, 
by the Orpheus Mixed Quartette of Philadelphia, under the auspices of the State Society, 
of which Mrs. Thomas C. Munn is president. This affair marked the anniversary of the 
signing of the peace treaty after the War of 1812. 


District of Columbia: The District of Columbia Society has enjoyed the unique 
distinction of holding four successive meetings at the homes of Real Daughters: in October 
with Mrs. William F’. Quicksall, their President, daughter of Commodore Alexander James 
Dallas; in November with Mrs. Mary T. Neilson Jackson, daughter of Hall Neilson; in 
December with Mrs. Mary O. Simpson Yeatman, daughter of Renzin Burgess Simpson; 
and in January with Miss Estelle G. Richardson, daughter of Rufus Richardson. Mrs. 
Quicksall has been very ill the past few months. 


Florida: The Florida Society, of which Miss Ella M. Rorabeck is President, is 
actively engaged in different lines of Americanization work, especially the placing of the 
American’s Creed in the public and private schools throughout the state. Miss Rorabeck 
is planning an extended trip to California. 


Illinois: To raise funds for patriotic work, a Musical Tea was arranged last Novem- 
ber. 

At the Chicago Woman’s Club in December was held the annual luncheon followed 
by a program of music, an informal talk by Mrs. Samuel Williams Earle on the Roosevelt 
Memorial and an address by Hon. Henry Rathbone. Information of exceptional interest, 
regarding the Boys’ Brotherhood of the Republic, was given by Mr. Jack Robbins, founder 
of that organization, who works among the “‘gangs.”” These boys, many of whom have 
police records, form ‘“‘cities” in different localities with different city officials and depart- 
‘ments. The [llinois State President, Mrs. John R. Hoffman, provided a Christmas tree 
for one ‘‘city,”’ the State Society promised a flag for one of the B. B. R. clubhouses, donated 
sufficient money to furnish Christmas entertainment for seventy boys, and fifty dollars to 
establish a new “city.” 

A musicale was held at the home of Mrs. Ralph W. Varney in Winnetka to obtain 
money for Americanization work. 

On New Orleans Day, January 8th, a reception was tendered by Mrs. William Duff 
Haynie and Mrs. James Burry. The gathering took the form of a book shower, members 
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responding with several valuable books on American Naval History for the Roosevelt 
Memorial Library. 


The Chicago Home for Girls arranged an interesting 1812 Day on January 14th. 


Mrs. Edmund G. Ingersoll of the Chicago Beach Hotel entertained the Daughters of 


1812 at a Lincoln program and reception on February 12th, the honor guest being Col. 
John V. Clinnin. 


Louisiana: [t is with personal sadness that we announce the death of Mrs. John B. 
Richardson, one of our Honorary Vice-Presidents National, whose early national number 
was 551, state number 11. We lose these members with a sweet remembrance of their 
early and continued devotion to this Society. 


Maine: Maine has contributed $51.25 to the European Children’s Fund. At a 
lecture under the auspices of the Woman’s Literary Union, to gain subscriptions for the 
present emergency in starving Europe, three 1812 members acted as ushers, dressed in 
costume to represent Dolly Madison and her two sisters. 


Maryland: Every Wednesday the Red Cross Section meets at Fort McHenry and 
has kept the operating room supplied since last August with surgical dressings, numbering 
30,000 to date. Here the victims of war nerves receive the benefit of the newest form of 
treatment. The efforts of the State President, Mrs. Reuben Ross Holloway, and capable 
assistants in the Christmas Seal Drive resulted in a goodly sum. The Christmas sale of 
the handiwork of the Fort McHenry wounded soldiers at the Carry-On Shop amounted 
to more than six hundred dollars and proved an inspiration to the ex-service men suffering 
from the harsh effects of the World War. For the European relief work sponsored by 
Herbert Hoover for feeding 3,500,000 needy children the State Society received many 
subscriptions, totaling $803. 


Michigan: At the annual meeting in November action was taken to assist the 
President, Mrs. Lucy S. Noble, by furnishing her with a strong force of efficient officers. 
Mrs. Noble has made several addresses before various organizations, thereby stimulating 
interest. The Society was creditably represented at the Tercentenary Loan Exhibit in 
the Institute of Arts. 


Missouri: At a meeting of the State Society on January 20th at the Planters Hotel, 
St. Louis, Mrs. Harry Wagoner, Mrs. Charles Hoke and Mrs. E. E. Hickok were hostesses. 
The support of a child under the care of the St. Louis Tuberculosis Society will be continued 
and assistance given in the education of a boy in the high school. 


The Kansas City Chapter has placed the Constitution of the United States in all 
public schools of that city and of Liberty, thereby making a plea for better loyalty. The 
proceeds of an entertainment, $250, will be expended principaily for Americanization work. 
The Chapter has given $5.00 toward the statue on the Marne Battlefield in France, $5.00 
to State Extension work, and $5.00 to buy a state flag. 


The Finis Ewing Chapter, Jefferson City, through the energetic zeal of its Regent, 
Mrs. T. O. Towles, has raised $1,000 for a memorial to the soldiers, sailors and marines 
of Cole County who served in the World War. Thestate has contributed another $1,000. 
Though few in numbers, this Chapter is a power in the community for patriotic achieve- 
ee In January the Chapter gave a luncheon in honor of the Governor’s wife, Mrs. 

yde. 


The General David Thomson Chapter, Sedalia, Mrs. E. F. Yancey, Regent, is co- 
operating with remarkable spirit in state and national work. 


The Captain Thomas Fristoe Chapter of Columbia and the George Buckner Fant 
Chapter of Carrollton are conducting successful membership drives. 


The Society has recently suffered the loss of two Real Daughters, Mrs. Lucy H. San- 
ford, an early pioneer, who died at the age of ninety-four years, and Miss Hill, for whom 
the Society has cared during five years from their Real Daughters’ Fund. 


Nebraska: Mrs. C. H. Aull on December 9th entertained the State Society, which 
elected as new president, Mrs. G. C. Winterson. Several grave markers have been placed 
and $50 sent for a scholarship to the American International College in Springfield, Mass. 
A membership drive has been conducted. The loss of the following members, Mrs. Silas 
Wright, Mrs. 8S. A. Collins and Mrs. Geo. B. Lake, is regretted. 


The Society represented the spirit of 1812 at a free municipal concert at the Audi- 
torium, when Mesdames Winterson, F. P. Larman, C. G. Miller, C. H. Mullin, George B. 
Darr, Byron S. Petterson, William Thomas, O. A. Scott, and J. F. Harmon, wore quaint 
costumes depicting the fashions of that time. 
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A benefit card party will be arranged for March 30th, when a hundred tables will be 
placed, the proceeds to be used for Americanization work. 


New Jersey: The 1920-21 Year Book, contaming a complete history of this Society 
and its achievements, has been sent to headquarters and is of credit to the organization 
and its capable State President. 


The sum of $65 has been subscribed to the Near East Relief and $50 to establish a 
scholarship in the American Jnternational College at Springfield, Mass. 


The Century Chapter has given during the year to the Child Federation of Atlantic 
City, subscribed to a club membership in the Traveler’s Aid Association, and renewed a 
sustaining membership in the Red Cross. In January the Chapter joined with the General

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TO THE DAUGHTERS OF 1812: 


Arrangements are almost perfected for the twenty-second annual Associate 
Council of the National Society United States Daughters of 1812 to be held in the 
City of Washington at the New Willard the week of April the 26th. 


We should remember, however, that this is really our thirtieth annual conven- 
tion; for the General Society was organized in 1892 with annual meetings each 
year according to the early records of the Secretary, taken as follows: “The Gen- 
eral Society, January 8, 1898, met at the residence of Mrs. Stephens Adams 
Webster. At the close of the meeting it was adjourned to have the next meeting 
in Washington, January 8, 1894.” No mention is made of the 1895 meeting. The 
annual meetings of 1896 and 97 were held on January 8th at the Everett House, 
New York City; that of 1898 on January 8th in the banquet hall of the Waldorf- 
Astoria; the following one on January 9, 1899, place not stated; those of 1900 and 
1901 on January 8th at Delmonico’s, New York City. The annual meetings of 
1902-3-4-5 were all held at the Empire Hotel, New York City. These brief ex- 
cerpts are taken from the old records that all may be well informed as to the 
age of the Society of the United States Daughters of 1812. 


1892-1922.

National Standing Committees, who are delegates by virtue of their office. If 
any one of these ex-officio delegates cannot attend, she has the right to choose 
any member of her state society residing in the state as her own “appointee” to 
go in her place. She is entirely free in making this appointment, but must send 
notice of it to her State President and to the Chairman of the Credentials Com- 
mittee, according to the rules printed on the credential cards. In addition each 
state society may elect a list of alternates from which the State President may 
fill any possible vacancies in her state delegation up to the close of the annual 
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Council. The State Presidents must send the names and addresses of all ap- 
pointees and alternates to the Chairman of the Credentials Committee to reach 
her at least four days before the annual Council, this year by ten o’clock, Satur- 
day morning, April 15th. Those holding office on March 31st are the ex-officio 
delegates by vote of the National Board. 


On Monday morning, April the 24th, at ten o’clock the National Executive 
Board will convene promptly and a meeting of the new Executive Board is called 
immediately after the adjournment of the Associate Council. 


The Committee on Credentials under the leadership of Mrs. Washington L. 
Mann, 59 W. 96th Street, New York City, will convene on Monday morning, April 
24th, at ten o’clock and on Tuesday and Wednesday mornings from nine until ten 
Oo ’clock in a room to be designated on the above date. Changes have been made 
in the New Willard which will necessitate meeting in another equally pleasant 
hall in the hotel. 


A cordial invitation is extended to all members of the society to attend the 
business meetings and social functions; but only delegates or r their appointees can 
take any active part in the Council. 


The Associate Council will open on Tuesday morning, April the 25th, at ten 
o’clock at the New Willard. Roll call will be answered by State Presidents for their 
delegations. National Officers, State and Organizing Presidents and Chairmen of 
National Standing and Special Committees are expected to render annual reports, 
which should be dated from March 31, 1921, to March 31, 1922, all to be given from 
the platform. State reports will be confined necessarily to a five-minute period. 
Reports should be typewritten. Miss Mitchell of Mississippi has been appointed 
official timekeeper. ~ 


Six officers are to be elected this even calendar year: namely, First and Third 
Vice-Presidents, Recording Secretary, Treasurer, Historian and Auditor. The 
election will take place on Wednesday morning, April the 26th. Our First Vice- 
President, Mrs. Samuel P. Davis, was elected in 1919 to fill the unexpired term of 
Mrs. Clarence F. R, Jenne, who was at that time elected President National. Mrs. 
Davis is, therefore, eligible for re-election if the society so desires and she is will- 
ing to serve. The Recording Secretary, Mrs. Charles R. Banks, was elected in 1919 
to fill the unexpired term of Mrs. James H. Campbell, who resigned on account of 
ill health, and thus, having served only one term of two years in her own right, 
is also eligible for a re-election. Mrs. Arthur S. Isham, our “War Historian,” was 
elected to that office in 1918, Mrs. Frank L. Vance of Wisconsin declining a second 
term of office; thus Mrs. Isham, having served in the same office four successive 
years, is not eligible for office this year. Mrs. Samuel Williams Earle, Third Vice- 
President, Mrs. Robert J. Johnston, Treasurer, and Mrs. Edmund P. Moody, Audi- 
tor, having served but one term of two years each, are eligible for a re-election 
should the society so desire and they are willing to render another term of service. 
(See Section 6, Article XI.) A Chaplain should be added to our list of officers.

It is hoped that all will make their plans to go together and that this 
may be but the beginning of annual pilgrimages to this shrine. 


The Chairman of the Committee on Transportation, Mrs. Robert C. Maxwell, 
has this to report, that all Daughters of 1812 going to Washington in time to 
attend the Continental Congress can take advantage of their rates, because of the 
fact that the return date limit on their concession is Friday, April 28th, and our 
Associate Council will have concluded by that date.

Mr. Stahl’s book, “The Battle of Plattsburg,” is dedi- 
cated to the Daughters of 1812. 
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Mrs. Mabel W. Willebrant, of Los Angeles, also one of our guests of honor, 
was appointed by President Harding Assistant Attorney General of the United 
States, having charge of the Department of Justice matters relating to customs 
and internal revenue (including legal questions arising out of the enforcement 
of the national prohibition act). Other guests of national reputation will grace 
the occasion. 


The President and Mrs. Harding will receive the Daughters of 1812 at the 
White House on Tuesday afternoon, the 25th, at three o’clock. 


Our distinguished guests at the banquet on Tuesday evening will be Senor 
Don Federico Alfonso Pezet, Ambassador extraordinary and plenipotentiary from 
Peru to the United States; Honorable Augustus Owsley Stanley, U. S. Senator 
from Kentucky, and Mrs. Stanley; Chaplain of the United States Senate J. J. Muir, 
and others of national eminence will be present. 


There were notices of two amendments given at the last Associate Council 
and they will be acted upon accordingly. The importance of considering seriously 
these changes is apparent. When it is understood thoroughly that aside from a 
few members-at-large we do not receive one penny of the initiation fee of new 
members, it will be understood readily why this amendment has been advocated. 
Is it to be expected that our national society can exist at the present time on the 
small sum of fifty cents per capita and take its rightful place among the kindred 
societies of our nation? 


For several years it has seemed to many that there should be a closer 
relationship between the members of the National Board and the State Presidents 
and in the event of the passing of the second amendment, this will be brought 
about; for then all State Presidents will be members of that body and a most 
helpful interchange of ideas will be the result. 


What has your state been doing to raise its quota for the desired room in 
the National Victory Memorial Building soon to be erected in the City of Wash- 
ington? It is essential for everyone of us to lend a sympathetic mind and heart, 
giving our most sincere approval and co-operation in the raising of the funds 
required. Let every state society do its part in this definite piece of work, the 
first that the national organization has ever undertaken to accomplish for itself, 
and one which will be a monument to this splendid body of organized womanhood! 
The first nine states to respond with their full quotas are Connecticut, Kentucky, 
Maine, Oregon, New Mexico, New Jersey, Iowa, Delaware and Ohio, while several 
other states have their quota nearly raised and many more partially so, and it is 
pleasing to note the interest that is being taken by the chapters, many of which 
have raised their completed apportionments. The National Chairman, Mrs. Robert 
J. Johnston, wishes to have stressed the importance of urging the states to send 
in what they have collected before March 31st, so that her report may show 
contributions in full. Opportunity will be given at the Council for the announce- 
ment of memorial gifts and pledges. 


On Monday afternoon, November the 14th, occurred the exercises of the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone of the George Washington and Victory Memorial Building, 
to which your President National, officers and State Presidents were bidden. 
Addresses were made by the President of the United States, General John J. 
Pershing, and Admiral Robert E. Coontz, U. S. Navy. The reception given by Mrs. 
Henry F. Dimock, President of the George Washington Memorial Association, at 
her palatial residence was a very brilliant event. The hostess received and Princess 
Cantacuzene and her daughter presided at the tea table. 


A proclamation setting’ aside November 11, 1921, Armistice Day, as a legal 
holiday as a mark of respect to the memory of those who gave their lives in the 
late World War, as typified by the unknown and unidentified American soldier who 
was buried in Arlington, the national cemetery, on that day was issued by Presi- 
dent Warren G. Harding. The exercises in connection with the burial of the 
unknown hero are familiar to all, as given in the press of our country. It may be 
of interest, however, to state that it was the inestimable privilege of the National 
Society United States Daughters of 1812 to tender its mark of respect with that 
of other national patriotic organizations by placing a handsome wreath and white 
carnations tied with the colors of the society and properly inscribed at 2:05 on 
the afternoon of Wednesday, November 10th, at the bier in the rotunda of the 
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capitol. The President National was accompanied by Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles, 
Past President National; Mrs. James H. Stansfield, Registrar National; Mrs. 
Charles F. Taylor, President of North Carolina, and the members of the society 
in the District of Columbia who also presented their floral token. The society was 
also represented at Arlington the next day when the warrior was interred with 
appropriate honors. 


While the President National was in the capitol, she was a guest of Mrs. 
James H. Stansfield, at her new home at 5209 18th Street. There is not space in 
this letter to relate in detail the numerous enjoyable events provided for her; the 
pleasure of meeting with Mrs. W. F. Quicksall and the members of her society, 
the charming luncheons given by Mrs. Amos G. Draper at the National Clubhouse 
of the American Association of University Women, by Mrs. Sol Lansburgh, by Mrs. 
C. F. Taylor, and the dinner by Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles, Honorary President Na- 
tional of the Daughters of 1812, which will go on record as being quite remarkable 
in that among the twelve guests were five national presidents, Mrs. George May- 
nard Minor, President General of the Daughters of the American Revolution; Mrs. 
Thomas G. Winter, President of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs, and 
one of the four women appointed by President Harding to membership on the 
advisory committee to the American delegation during the conference on Limita- 
tion of Armament; Mrs. Maud Wood Park, President of the National League of 
Women Voters; the hostess, Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles, National President of the 
Daughters of the Founders and Patriots of America, and the honor guest, the 
President of the National Society United States Daughters of 1812. The crowning 
event of the week was the attending the second session of the Conference on the 
Limitation of Armament in Memorial Continental Hall through the courtesy of 
the President General Daughters of the American Revolution, who has recently 
become a member of our society. The work of the conference is closed 
now and heads of all delegations have expressed gratification over the results 
obtained. This conference is surely unique in history as the most successful 
attempt to promote peace. 


Upon request of the President National a list of books on naval history has 
been received at headquarters, also a list of volumes of manuscripts of the War 
of 1812 from the Naval Records and Library, Navy Department, Washington, 
D. C. The national society has also received from the Naval Library duplicate 
Navy Registers from 1830 to 1916 inclusive. These containing the bookplate of 
the national society are to be presented with our Naval Library to the Roosevelt 
House when it is completed. It has been suggested that a set of Navy Registers 
from the beginning to the present date would be of value and it would be in the 
province of the national society to become interested in the collecting of additional 
data on the personnel and ships of the War of 1812. 


One of our Daughters of 1812, Mrs. Louis A. Abbott of the city of Washing- 
ton, calls attention to a matter of vital importance, suggesting that the members 
of this organization, one and all, write a letter to their Senator or Representative 
in behalf of the bill now under discussion, entitled “The Bill to Make Yorktown, 
Virginia, a National Military Park,” and to ask that their Congressmen vote for 
it. This bill is being brought to the Senate by Senator Frank Kellogg and to the 
House by Representative Walter R. Newton. Will you not use every endeavor to 
help this worthy cause by writing at once; for every American should be inter- 
ested in preserving this sacred spot. ; 


The attention of each State President and Chapter Regent is called to a 
change that has been made: Paul E. Cabaret and Company, 120-126 Eleventh 
Avenue, New York City, have just been chosen our official manufacturers of grave 
markers and from henceforth they will attend to this branch of our patriotic en- 
deavor. Through the business ability and devotion to the work of our new chair- 
man, Mrs. Harry Maurer, Pennhurst Mansion, Mt. Penn, Pennsylvania, we have 
every reason to expect that a revival of placing grave markers will follow. Mrs. 
Maurer will endeavor soon to communicate with the Presidents of each state. The 
cost of securing the grave marker is $5.25 for the marker, $1.60 for the name 
plate, making a total cost of $6.85, F. O. B., New York City. New circulars of 
information are soon to be issued. 


The National Chairman requests that a grave marker committee, consisting 
of a chairman and the registrars of all chapters, be appointed in each state. 
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On the evening of January 7th the President National with a friend, Mrs. 
James F. Spencer, of Connecticut, started for an official visit to several of the 
state societies in the South-land. After a brief stay at White Sulphur Springs, 
the journey was continued to Huntington, West Virginia, where Mrs. D. D. Gieger, 
the State President, met the guests, who were later the recipients of many cour- 
tesies. The President National met the Daughters at dinner in a most informal 
and happy fashion. In this connection it may be well to note that the burden of 
the message carried to each society visited was to increase its membership, to 
seek out Real Daughters, to raise the quota for the desired room in the Victory 
Memorial Building, to advance their 1812 interests with greater enthusiasm and 
to keep in mind the purposes for which they are banded together. 


In passing through Lexington the President was welcomed to the state by 
Mrs. C. C. Patrick, the State President of Kentucky, and others. On the follow- 
ing day a delightful luncheon was accorded at the Seelbach Hotel in Louisville and 
among the honor guests and speakers present was Honorable R. C. Ballard Thurs- 
ton, Past President General of the Sons of the American Revolution. Two of the 
many interesting events enjoyed were the visiting of the homestead and grave of 
President Zachary Taylor, and the presentation at the Play House of “The Con- 
necticut Yankee” by Mark Twain. Mrs. George H. Wilson, Honorary President, 
was unceasing in her devotion while the visitors remained in the city. 


Mrs. Thomas Day and Mrs. Willis Hitzing greeted the President and Mrs. 
Spencer as they arrived in Memphis, Tennessee, and the latter entertained on 
Sunday evening at a twilight tea. Mrs. Jenne and Mrs. Spencer were the guests 
of Mrs. Day while in the city. At the Nineteenth Century Club on the anniversary 
of the birthday of General Robert E. Lee, a patriotic luncheon of exceptional 
interest was given. An invitation was extended as a compliment to the President 
National, who participated in the program, extended greetings to the Memphis 
clubwomen and was presented with many flowers by her 1812 Daughters. At the 
beautiful home of Mrs. J. W. Pumphrey, the Old Hickory Chapter entertained at 
a reception. Among other pleasures planned by Mrs. Day was a visit to the 
Brooks Memorial Art Gallery where members of all patriotic societies were in- 
vited to meet Mrs. Jenne. 


In Little Rock, Arkansas, the President was the house guest of the First 
Vice-President National, Mrs. Samuel P. Davis, who during her stay entertained 
at luncheon in her honor. On the afternoon of January 17th the State President, 
Mrs. John F. Weinnmann tendered a brilliant reception which more than four 
hundred and fifty guests attended. The residence was effectively decorated with 
Spanish moss in combination with pink roses, wistaria and lavender sweet peas. 
An orchestra stationed in the sun parlor was ai delightful feature. Mrs. Robert 
E. Farrell, Regent of the Nicholas Headington Chapter of Little Rock, tendered 
a tea to the President National the following afternoon. Mrs. J. F. Manier of 
Hot Springs also entertained at luncheon in her honor and the drive about this 
National Park is beyond expression. Arrangements were made for the attend- 
ance of the President at the patriotic exercises in connection with the ceremony 
of the raising of a new flag given by the Nicholas Headington Chapter to the 
Phillip Pfeifer School, where Miss Woodward, a Real Daughter, and Mrs. Jenne 
briefly addressed the children. 


Mrs. Samuel P. Davis journeyed with the visitors to Jackson, Mississippi, 
where they were guests in the beautiful home of Mrs. Robert B. Mims and her 
daughter, Mrs. William R. Wright. On Saturday afternoon Mrs. Mims, assisted 
by her daughter and granddaughter, Miss Anne R. Wright, who bears the dis- 
tinction of being the first honorary Junior member of the national society, gave 
an afternoon tea, to which all the Daughters were invited. In the evening a busi- 
ness meeting of the Col. Thomas Hinds Chapter was held and officers were elected 
for another term. Mrs. Mims was made Honorary President and Mrs. H. C. Tye 
was elected State President. A musical and literary program followed with 
remarks by the guests. A ride through the city was arranged by the Regent of 
the Col. Thomas Hinds Chapter, Mrs. W. E. Pleasants, also a call to Mississippi’s 
famed Historical Department and Hall of Fame. A visit was made to the home 
of Mrs. C. C. Calhoun, one of the two Real Daughters in the state. Tea was 
enjoyed, being offered from a silver service, from which Generals Washington and 
Lafayette were served. Mrs. Calhoun having spent her girlhood days in the 
Governor’s mansion at Jackson, while her father (a hero of the 1812 War) was 
Governor of Mississippi and having been a house guest of several of the early 
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Presidents of the United States, told in an inimitable way many incidents con- 
nected with the early history of the state and nation. On Sunday noon a pleas- 
ant luncheon was enjoyed with the members of the state and chapter at the Ed- 
wards Hotel. An incident of interest was the presentation to the President of a 
valuable volume, “Mississippi in the War of 1812,” written by Mrs. Dunbar Row- 
land, wife of the State Librarian, whom we had the opportunity of meeting. 


Arriving in Louisiana, Mrs. Jenne, Mrs. Davis, Mrs. Spencer, and 
Mrs. Robert Mims, who had journeyed with her guests from Jackson, 
were greeted by Mrs. Marion R. Bankston, the State President, and were feted 
visitors during the week they were in New Orleans. A delightful reception and 
tea was given at the residence of Mrs. Christian Schertz and a large number of 
prominent Orleanians were present to meet the guests. This home was for- 
merly a Spanish custom house, an interesting part of which is the old dungeon. 
After a motor trip with Mrs. W. O. Hart, Miss Tennant, and many others to 
Chalmette Field and the thrill of ascending the monument commemorative of the 
Battle of New Orleans, the local Daughters entertained at a luncheon at the Patio 
Royal. Following a meeting of the 1812 Society at their own Club House and a 
banquet of the state division United Daughters of the Confederacy, at which the 
President National was a guest and speaker, a visit was made with the members of 
the Stonewall Jackson Chapter to the French Quarter and the Cabildo. Another 
delightful occasion was a visit to Newcomb College, arranged by Mrs. George 
W. Stem, where the State Regent and others of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution received. An invitation was extended to the President from the 
Colonial Dames of America resident in Louisiana to welcome her on January 24th 
at the home of one of its members. 

In Jacksonville, Florida, the President National was met by the youngest 
State President of the organization, Miss Helen J. Merrill, and welcomed by the 
members of the society at the Windsor Hotel. After her message luncheon was 
served. An automobile ride around the city proved most interesting. Mrs. Jenne 
is the first National President to visit officially this southern state society, and 
the members greeted her sincerely and royally. A few days of rest were spent 
in St. Augustine before returning homeward. 


The President wishes to express her gratification over the genial 
hospitality and the demonstrations of warm respect extended to her. It was a 
rare joy to meet her “Daughters” throughout the South. She was profoundly 
touched by their enthusiastic loyalty shown to the national society and to its 
representative. This journey will remain a precious memory. 


Items of Interest from the States and Chapters. 


Arkansas: <A gold medal has been offered as a prize by Mrs. John F. Wein- 
mann, the State President, for the best theme on “The Invasion of Washington, the 
Lesson It Teaches.” In this Patriotic Education Theme Contest, papers must 
have no less than 1,000 words nor more than 1,500 and are to be sent to the Chair- 
man of Patriotic Education, Mrs. Samuel P. Davis; so that the judges may have 
time to pass upon them before the annual state council, which convenes the last 
Thursday in March in Arkadelphia. 


The Nicholas Headington Chapter is engaged in Americanization work among 
the pupils of some of the schools. Mrs. Samuel P. Davis accompanied the Presi- 
dent National to Mississippi and Louisiana, visiting the state societies in Jackson 
and New Orleans. 


California: Mrs. H. E. Bartlett of Glendale, the State President, is endeav- 
oring to strengthen her society by the addition of new members, and with the 
assistance of Mrs. Dorville Libby, a Real Daughter and Regent of the Fredonia 
Chapter of San Francisco, is adding many members from that part of the 
state. This chapter has already raised its completed quota for the 1812 Room 
in the Victory Memorial Building. 


On the anniversary of George Washington’s birthday the Fredonia Chapter 
was invited to participate with the Daughters and Sons of the American Revolu- 
tion in patriotic exercises which were held in the rotunda of the Palace of Fine 
Arts in the Exposition Grounds, where there is a statue of Washington upon which 
the chapter placed wreaths of evergreen. The exercises were very impressive and 
there was a large attendance despite the inclemency of the day.

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$310.00 for the 1812 Room in the George Washington and Victory Memorial Build- 
ing, Connecticut thus being the first state society to pay its complete quota.

The beautiful hand-carved grand piano presented to Mrs. Lincoln 
when she went to live in the White House was used in the musical program. Im- 
pressions of Lincoln from the standpoint of a foreigner born in Persia were given 
by Rev. Paul S. Newey, now an American citizen. 


In February Mrs. Anson Lee Bolte entertained the society at a special meet- 
ing in her home, the honor guest being Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles, Honorary Presi- 
dent National, who addressed the meeting, and Mrs. John A. Lee, the State Presi- 
dent, who took this occasion to urge again individual contributions to the Victory 
Memorial Room. 


Kentucky: An election of officers took place on November 7th, when Mrs. 
C. C. Patrick of Lexington was chosen President, and Mrs. George H. Wilson, of 
Louisville, Honorary State President. 


The General Walter Martin Chapter met on January 18th at the home of 
Mrs. B. T. Hunt on Park Avenue, Louisville. The program was under the direc- 
tion of Miss Ada Waters. 


Louisiana: A history of the Chalmette Monument will be given in the June 
NeEws-LeETTER. 


When the President National visited the Louisiana Society, she attended a 
meeting held in their own headquarters which belongs to them in perpetuity. It 
was attractive and interesting in the extreme, the room being filled with wonderful 
old furnishings, paintings, and all that makes such a place a cherished spot. It is 
a question if there is another 1812 state society that has anything like it. The 
National will do well to follow her Louisiana Daughters; as they are very happy 
in their possessions. They will meet their quota and thus help to realize our 
hopes in securing a room in the Victory Memorial. 


Maine: On January 4th the Daughters of 1812 enjoyed a delightful party 
with a Christmas tree and refreshments. Each member received a gift. The 
invitation of the Daughters of the American Revolution to the George Washing- 
ton wedding-day party at the residence of Mrs. George Austin on January 12th 
was accepted. Election of officers occurs in April. 


Maryland: In November a successful subscription card party was arranged 
to raise funds to carry on patriotic work, also a rummage sale that added to the 
treasury.

Missouri: Mrs. L. M. Ottofy of St. Louis, the State President, in an enthu- 
siastic letter to her Daughters has requested urgently each chapter to make a 
vigorous effort to be first in the membership drive for this year. A cash prize 
of $5 is offered by the State Board for the chapter gaining the second largest 
number of new members. 


At the gathering of the state society at Hotel Statler, St. Louis, on Novem- 
ber 9th, the First Vice-President National, Mrs. Samuel P. Davis, the State Presi- 
dent of Illinois, Mrs. John A. Lee, the State President of Arkansas, Mrs. John F. 

A musical program and tea followed the 
business session. 


The Rebecca Wells Heald Chapter was the first to send in their subscription 
to the State Treasurer, Mrs. Benjamin R. Foster, for the national work for the 
year, the 1812 Room. 


One of our Real Daughters, Mrs. Henrietta Averill Jenkins, who is eighty- 
seven years of age, at Christmas time wrote for the St. Peter’s Church Guild 
charming verses, “The Babe of Bethlehem,” which have been published; and, but 
for lack of space, would be inserted in this number of the News-Letter. 


At the Disabled Veterans’ Club House, St. Louis, a “pound party” was held 
and every member was asked to bring a generous donation “for the boys.” The 
Missouri Society arranged a Colonial Silver Tea and musical in February at the 
residence of Mrs. J. L. Hawk, the assisting hostesses being Mesdames Robert 
McCulloch, O. S. Wilfley, L. G. Todd and E. P. Walsh. 


Nebraska: A bridge tea was given in November at the Burgess-Nash tea 
room under the auspices of the Daughters of 1812, the proceeds to be used for 
Americanization work.

General James Miller’s well remembered phrase, “I’ll try, Sir,” has become 
the slogan of the New Hampshire Daughters. 


New Jersey: The Organizer of the New Jersey state society and Charter 
Trustee National, a dearly loved Real Daughter, Miss M. Louise Edge, 
has presented a gift of $1,000 towards the 1812 Room in commemoration of the 
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twentieth anniversary of the founding in her home of that society. After a few 
months of illness Miss Edge is again recovered and we hope to have her with us 
at the Associate Council in April.

The Gen. Andrew Jackson Chapter No. 1, met on February ist with Miss 
Della M. Sherman, Vice-President of the State Society, in Brattleboro and voted 
its quota toward the 1812 Room, a compliment to the President National, this 
being her former home town. Mrs. G. B. White read an interesting sketch written 
by Mrs. John A. Logan on the lives of President and Mrs. Andrew Jackson.

Virginia: The State Board met on February 9th at the Jefferson Hotel in 
Richmond. The First Virginia, Dorothea Payne Madison, Com. H. H. Cocke, Col. 
George Armistead and Elizabeth Livingston Chapters report that they will raise 
their quota for the room in the National Victory Memorial Building. State 
members not affiliated with a chapter are sending in their $2.50 and Virginia will 
see that her quota for each member on roll is paid.. The Woodrow Wilson Foun- 
dation Fund was endorsed by a $25 contribution, $10 for the state and $15 from 
the Com. H. H. Cocke Chapter. The Board endorsed the ‘Call’ to the American 
people to preserve the birthplace of the Star Spangled Banner and to petition the 
government for appropriations to dedicate it as a national park to carry out the 
ideals of Americanization. The State President, Mrs. J. F. F. Cassell, has 
reached with the American’s Creed 3,881 pupils in all the schools in Staunton, 
three boys’ military schools, two girls’ seminaries, state institution for the deaf 
and blind, parochial and public schools (white and colored). 

The Dorothea Payne Madison Chapter held its January meeting at the Jef- 
ferson Hotel. 

The General John Smith Chapter was organized by Mrs. Joel M. Cochran of 
Charlottesville on March ist, Mrs. J. F. F. Cassell, State President, being the guest 
of honor. The chapter has one Real Daughter, Mrs. William Anderson Watson, 
and is named for the Regent’s ancestor. 

This is your News-Letter, Daughters, and the President wishes to make it of 
valuable service to all. You may be assured that any suggestions and all society 
news will be welcome. The news items should be sent in by the first of the month 
preceding publication.

What more can one week hold than a fire, an Associate Council, Board meet- 
ings, a journey to Arlington, an afternoon tea, luncheons, a reception, and a 
birthday party? The feeling predominating all is the sincere gratitude of the 
Daughters of 1812 that nothing serious resulted from the excitement and shock 
of the early Sunday morning conflagration at the New Willard! Credit should 
be extended to the hotel for their capable management in a crisis. On account of 
the fire on the upper floors we had no platform, this proving the most annoying 
inconvenience suffered during the convention; but we have been assured by Mr. 
Jenkins, the assistant manager of the New Willard, that we shall have our usual 
quarters on the tenth floor another year. Word has come from a Real Daughter 
from across the continent that “the fire was a clinching argument for a fireproof 
home of their own for the Daughters of 1812.” 


The program for the Council was carried out practically as had previously 
been arranged with but little change and confusion. A meeting of the National 
Executive Board was held on Monday morning, when it was voted to transfer 
from the general account to the Victory Memorial Room Fund, until such time 
as sufficient contributions be given by the states, twenty-five hundred dollars, five 
hundred of which to be given “in grateful appreciation and recognition of the 
faithful services of Mrs. Jenne, the President National.” It was the unanimous 
wish of the Board to adopt a special official emblem for the President, to be worn 
during the term of office. A representative of the Lincoln Memorial Institute spoke 
of Rie done in the institution for education and improvement of mountain girls 
and boys. 


At two o’clock on Monday afternoon, a spring day of rare beauty, the journey 
was taken to the honored tomb of the unknown and unidentified American soldier 
in Arlington National Cemetery, the arrangements, perfect in every detail, being 
in charge of Mrs. Noble Newport Potts and Mrs. Louis A. Abbott. Prayer was 
offered by Chaplain J. E. Yates of the Third Cavalry, Fort Meyer, and reveille 
and taps were sounded by Sergeant Witchey of Pennsylvania, Third Cavalry, 
who had performed this duty on Armistice Day at Arlington. A poem, 
“The Unknown Soldier,” was read by Miss Ethel J. R. C. Noyes and is 
printed on the last page of this letter. The names of the Gold Star Soldiers 
were read by the Registrar National, Mrs. James H. Stansfield, and a floral tribute 
from the National Society was reverently placed by the President National on the 
sarcophagus, followed by several offerings from state societies. A representa- 
tive gathering was present and the brief program was most impressive. For 
these wreathes the War Department has expressed thanks by letter. Upon recom- 
mendation of the Board nine silk flags had been purchased from the Cheney Silk 
Mills of Connecticut for the society and were used for the first time by the pages 
at this service. 

At eight o’clock on Monday evening one of the most brilliant receptions in 

_the history of the organization took place in the Red Parlor. The guests were 
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presented by Col. Eaton to the National Officers and Real Daughters. Among 
the distinguished guests noted were General and Mrs. Sawyer. Because of an 
accident the Hon. John M. Stahl of Chicago was unable to attend. The speakers 
for the evening were Mrs. Mabel W. Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney General 
of the United States, who mentioned with effective choice of words and beautiful 
thought the value to the nation of a patriotic body of women like the United 
States Daughters of 1812, and Honorable Carroll L. Beedy, Congressman from 
Maine, whose observations upon the importance of the War of 1812 were com- 
prehensive and enlightening. 


Amnual Associate Councils have been held since the birth of this society; but 
not one, if the concensus of opinion reaching the writer can be depended upon, 
has equaled the thirtieth, which was called to order at ten o’clock on Tuesday 
morning by the President National. A larger number of delegates have never 
registered, there being two hundred and five present on Tuesday morning. After 
the opening exercises, all joined in repeating the American’s Creed in unison, led 
by the author, Hon. William Tyler Page, followed by a solo by Mrs. Noble New- 
port Potts with accompaniment by Mrs. Louis A. Abbott. A Real Daughter, 
Miss Estelle J. Richardson of the District Chapter, an inspiration to all who know 
her, extended to the visiting delegates a welcome, to which the President National 
responded. Statements were then made by Mrs. Washington L. Mann, chair- 
man of the Committee on Credentials, and Mrs. Frederick W. Matteson, chairman 
of the Banquet Committee, and greetings were given by the Honorary Organizing 
President National. Mrs. Clarence F. R. Jenne presented her annual message 
and it was the unanimous desire of the Council that two hundred copies of this 
report be printed and transmitted to the State Presidents and Chapter Regents. 
Four hundred and fifty new members have been enrolled during the year and we 
have two hundred and sixty-seven Real Daughters. The President has written 
this year two thousand, three hundred and fifty letters and. cards, signed all mem- 
bership papers, many times in duplicate and triplicate form, all notices of admis- 
sion to membership, all certificates of membership, all Real Daughters’ certificates 
and all changes of roll due to marriage, death, transfer, resignation or dropping 
of members and has approved all bills before payment. She has sent the Nrews- 
Letter to all state societies, to members at large, to every state library and to 
many historical and genealogical societies in our country. The National Officers 
present reported and the four absent ones sent in their messages. Standing and 
special committees each in turn reported their activities: Miss M. Louise Edge, 
chairman of Real Daughters’ Pins, who stated that twenty-three pins had been 
given the past year; Mrs. Harry Maurer, chairman of the Grave Marker Com- 
mittee, and Mrs. Samuel Williams Earle, chairman of Certificates of Membership. 
Miss Stella Pickett Hardy, chairman of the Honor Roll, reported that she had 
classified by states the names of the relatives of the members of the society, 
had had these bound together and presented them in two volumes to the National 
Society, U. S. Daughters of 1812. This has been a remarkable piece of work, 
carefully and perfectly prepared and the gratitude of the national society 
to Miss Hardy cannot be adequately expressed. Mrs. Joseph Wellington Bryne, 
wife of Congressman Bryne of Tennessee, Third Vice-President of the Tennessee 
State Society, and member of the Hero of Orleans Chapter, Nashville, kindly 
offered to bear the expense of having these volumes of the Honor Roll bound 
and labeled and the national society appreciates having this valuable work 
properly protected. One copy is to be presented to the Congressional Library 
and one kept by the national organization. The chairman of the Roosevelt Naval 
Library, Mrs. Robert C. Maxwell, reported that everything is ready, when the 
Roosevelt House is completed, to present the books as a gift from the U. S. D. 
1812. Following the report Kentucky gave $10; and Mrs. C. D. Teboe of Georgia, 
$5 toward this fund. Books have been received at headquarters from Theodore 
Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the Navy, to be placed with our gift in this 
house and a letter of thanks has been written to him for his keen interest. 


Mrs. Henry F. Dimock, President of the George Washington Memorial 
Association, which has just opened headquarters in the city of Washington, 
brought to the Council a timely message full of information and high hopes of 
the speedy culmination of the work in question. This was followed by a report 
of the Treasurer National, Mrs. Robert J. Johnston, Chairman of the 1812 Room, 
for which we have been striving the past year. It will be remembered that one 
year ago a committee was appointed consisting of all the State Presidents with 
our Treasurer National as chairman to raise funds to secure a room in the new 
Victory Memorial Building soon to be erected and which Mrs. Dimock hopes may 
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be ready by the next inaugural. During the Council the following states pledged 
full quota: North Carolina, Tennessee, District of Columbia, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Ohio, Alabama, Florida, Vermont, Mississippi and 
Illinois. Mrs. Robert C. Maxwell gave one hundred dollars in grati- 
tude for the return of her son from the World War. Mrs. Parks Fisher 
gave the same amount in memory of her 1812 ancestor, John McClure. Mrs. 
Samuel Williams Earle pledged fifty dollars to be added to the Earle Fund of 
one hundred dollars, which she wishes to have transferred with interest from 
that fund to the 1812 Room Fund. Mrs. W. Samuel Goodwyn gave one hundred 
dollars as a memorial to Rev. Thomas McNeil Bulla, the only Virginia chaplain to 
lose his life in the World War. Mrs. Frank H. Metcalf of Holyoke, Mass., has pledged 
one hundred dollars in honor of the President National. Our efforts have been con- 
centrated on this object for the last year with the result that we need only about 
$2,500 more to complete the amount that we must raise for our Room. Many of the 
states have done their part nobly. Will the states who have not yet sent in the de- 
sired amount carefully and thoughtfully consider the importance and value to the 
organization of having a home in this superb edifice and put forth more 
intense efforts to raise their quota as their sister states have been so enthusiastic 
in doing, so that the full amount may be in the hands of the Treasurer National 
by January 1, 1923, at the very latest date? This extension of date has been 
made by the Treasurer, in compliance with the desire of several societies. Dear 
State Presidents, will you not exert your influence to see that your organization 
completes its part toward this undertaking? It was demonstrated beyond any 
doubt this year that we are growing in numbers to such an extent that 
we shall have to find such a place and not be dependent always upon a hall or 
space in a hotel for our Annual Associate Council. At this time the President 
National wishes to thank every state which has raised or promised to raise its 
apportionment before January 1, 1923, and all those who generously have offered 
memorial gifts. Is there not a reader of this Letrer who will come forward and 
promise to give for this Room a memorial gift in memory of her 1812 ancestor 
or some other loved one? There must be many Daughters who would be glad 
to help us complete this amount by giving small sums. In some way honorable 
mention will be made in this Room of all those who have thus contributed. Miss 
M. Louise Edge voiced the sentiment of many when she said that she trusted that 
this national piece of work be completed, in so far as raising the money is con- 
cerned, during the present administration. Do not let us fail, Daughters, in this 
titanic effort to secure a Room to be our own in perpetuity and to assure us, free 
of charge after we have paid for the same, committee rooms, a banquet hall, a 
meeting place until time shall end! 


On Tuesday afternoon at three o’clock the President of the United States 
and Mrs. Harding received the visiting delegates at the Executive Mansion. The 
Daughters of 1812 expressed their appreciation for the delightful hour passed 
with our highly esteemed President and the charming First Lady of the Land, 
so dearly beloved by all who have had the opportunity of meeting her. 


On Tuesday evening the banquet took the nature of a birthday party and 
we were children again just for the night; for we had a birthday cake adorned 
with the dates, 1892-1922, and with thirty candles, symbolizing the age of the 
society. The cake was cut by the President National and everyone enjoyed her 
share. The Rev. J. J. Muir, Chaplain of the Senate of the United States, pro- 
nounced the invocation. A toast was proposed to the Honorary Organizing 
President National by the distinguished guests, speakers and Daughters of 1812. 
Mrs. George Thacher Guernsey, President General of the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Colonists, brought greetings from the society which 
she has so ably organized recently. A stirring address was given by U. S. 
Senator Augustus Owsley Stanley, who, speaking of the War of 1812, declared 
that in no war of its duration were conflicts so sharp, so unique in the genius 
of commanders, valor of soldiers, completeness of victories—not Trafalgar nor 
Nile—there has been nothing finer than Perry’s victory at Lake Erie. The dis- 
tinguished ambassador from Belgium, Baron de Cartier de Marchienne, reminded 
the society that the Peace of 1812 was signed at Ghent and wished long life to 
the organization. In voicing the thanks of the Belgian people, his king and 
queen, for the aid of the American people he said, “As long as the blossoms of 
spring follow the snows of winter, so long will we remember what America did 
for our country during four years of misery!” The national air of Belgium was 
rendered by Mrs. Abbott at the piano. This felicitous occasion will long be 
remembered by those who were present and will go down in the annals of the 
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society as a fitting celebration for the first thirty years of the life of this 
organization, 


On Wednesday morning prayer was offered by the Reverend Dr. Browing. The 
First Vice-President, Mrs. Samuel Preston Davis, the Third Vice-President, Mrs. 
Samuel Williams Earle, the Treasurer, Mrs. Robert J. Johnston, and Auditor 
National, Mrs. Edmund P. Moody, were all elected to fill a second term of office, 
while Mrs. Charles R. Banks, the Recording Secretary National, refused to be 
considered again as a nominee, Ohio presented for this office the name of its 
efficient State President, Mrs. William D. Caldwell, who was unanimously elected. 
A rising vote of thanks was extended the retiring Secretary National for her 
faithful services to the society during her term of office. It is worthy of mention 
that Mrs. Banks has attended every meeting of the Board and of the Associate 
Council since her election to the office in 1919 and has given her best to the 
society. Maryland presented the name of its beloved Ex-State President, Mrs. 
Reuben Ross Holloway, for the office of Historian to succeed Mrs. Arthur S. 
Isham, and she was elected unanimously. Mrs. M. A. Hostetler of Nebraska was 
appointed Chairman of the Tellers. 


On Wednesday afternoon Mrs. Henry F. Dimock gave an informal tea for 
the Daughters at her home in Scott Circle. The table was brilliant with flowers, 
the gracious hostess showed herself a veritable friend to all and her charming 
personality won every heart. 


The state reports at the Council were intensely interesting and were sub- 
mitted from every state but one. 


The amendments to Article VI, Section 1, regarding the personnel of the 
National Executive Board by adding after that section the words “and the State 
Presidents” was carried; so that the State Presidents are now members of the 
National Executive Board. The State Presidents had the privilege of meeting 
with the Board for the first time after the close of the annual Associate Council. 


The amendment to the constitution that “an initiation fee of one dollar be 
paid to the national society with each new member” was also adopted. Will 
every State President remember the above change and notice that from hence- 
forth one dollar must accompany each lineage blank sent to the Registrar 
National. Do not send it to the Treasurer National. It was the sentiment of 
the Board that one dollar be charged for all supplemental papers and probably 
will be offered as an amendment at a later date. It is expected that the state 
societies will continue to pay for their News-Letrers at the rate of five cents per 
copy or fifteen cents a year as formerly. 


Several notices of proposed amendments to the National Constitution were 
given in writing to the Council to be acted upon at the next annual meeting. In 
compliance with the National Constitution such proposed amendments will be 
printed and sent to the delegates to the Council next year. It was voted by the 
Council that a committee of five on complete revision of the Constitution should 
be appointed by the chair and to this attention will be given. 


The greater part of the records of the United States government were 
destroyed in 1812 at the time of the burning of Washington by the British. Sev- 
eral years ago the Naval Library requested of the British Admiralty a list of 
American prisoners on prison ships and received the reply that the papers regard- 
ing the War of 1812 were at Ottawa, Canada. The President National has had 
considerable correspondence, not only with the Secretary of War of our own 
country, but also with the Parliamentary Librarian at Ottawa and the chief of 
the Index and Information Department and has learned that there are two large 
volumes: A general entry book of American prisoners of war at Quebec and the 
correspondence relating to American prisoners of war, their keeping, their 
exchange, etc., amounting to between 2,000 and 3,000 folios. At the Council, 
New York and Pennsylvania generously voted to contribute two hundred and 
fifty dollars each toward the expense of obtaining for the national society a 
certified copy of these important 1812 War records in the government library at 
Ottawa, Canada. Already arrangements have been made for the carrying for- 
ward of this work. 


Twenty State Presidents and former State Presidents met at the New Wil- 
lard and organized an “Association of State Presidents, past and present, and 
charter members of the National Society United States Daughters of 1812.” A 
constitution was adopted and the following officers were elected for 1922-1923; 
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President, Mrs. Henry James Carr, 919 Vine St., Scranton, Pa. 

First Vice-President, Mrs. Samuel Preston Davis, Little Rock, Ark. 
Second Vice-President, Mrs. Robert C. Maxwell, Trenton, N. J.

Secretary, Mrs. A. H. W. Anderson, 12 Luke Place, New York, N. Y.

An annual fee of one dollar is required for membership. 


It was suggested by Mrs. James H. Campbell of Michigan that the Registrar 
National endeavor to find 1812 service for George Washington Park Custis with 
reference to the marking of the grave in Arlington. 


A table used at the Pan-American Building by those engaged in the work at 
the Arms Conference was brought to the Council and used during the thirtieth 
annual meeting. The refusal of this table had been granted by those in authority 
until this meeting convened and the matter was brought before the Board for 
action, as to whether the Council would buy it or not, the price being $87.50. It 
was the desire that every state should contribute a small sum and that a 
suitable plate be placed upon the table, denoting that it was a gift from the 
states. North Carolina was the first state to give five dollars toward the same. 
For this, the Treasurer National would be glad to receive any amount, however 
small. 


An invitation was presented to the delegates from the National Woman’s 
Party by Mrs. Elizabeth Wallace Clark to attend the dedication of its headquar- 
ters. Mrs. Florence Spencer Duryea was present to speak on “The Near East.” 


An evening session was held in the Fairfax Room on Wednesday to consider 
unfinished business, a goodly number being present. Mrs. Sol. Lansburgh of the 
District, Mrs. James H. Campbell of Michigan, and Mrs. Thomas Day of Ten- 
nessee were appointed by the President to pass on all gifts to the proposed 1812 
Room and it was voted that only objects pertaining to the 1812 period be accepted 
for this Room. 


Mrs. Frederick A. Waldron of New Jersey, chairman of the Resolutions and 
Recommendations Committee reported. Several of the resolutions passed follow: 
a resolution regarding the making a national park of Fort McHenry, a resolution 
by the Francis Scott Key Chapter, asking endorsement of the bill to retain the 
name of Francis Scott Key on the Georgetown $1,000,000 bridge, the demand that 
the Army and Navy be kept at sufficient size to protect the country from foreign 
aggression and maintain peace. It was resolved upon the suggestion of the 
Com. Perry Chapter of Cleveland, Ohio, that the society petition the govern- 
ment through the Secretary of the Navy to preserve and restore Perry’s ship, 
Niagara, which is disintegrating in the harbor at Erie. Endorsement was given 
to the resolution offered by the Historical Committee of Illinois that a thorough 
investigation be made of all histories, readers and other books used in public 
schools and that those publications be barred in which the teaching of American 
ideals as to the heroic deeds and sacrifices of early patriots is being seriously 
hampered. Hearty endorsement was also given to the resolution offered by the 
Gen. Isaac Shelby Chapter, Grand Rapids, Michigan, that the Council nominate 
for election as an inventor for the Hall of Fame, William Austin Burt, a soldier 
in the War of 1812 and the inventor of the solar compass, the equiterial sextant 
and the typewriter, and the Secretary will convey to the Board of Directors of 
the Hall of Fame, University of New York, this request. The project of the erec- 
tion of a building at the Lincoln Memorial University at Cumberland Gap, Tenn., 
for instruction in American history and government was commended to the sym- 
pathetic interest of every patriotic American. 


Many letters of sympathy were sent to those in sickness, who were unable 
to be at the Council and to Mrs. S. P, Kellogg of New Jersey, who had the mis- 
fortune to have an accident in the hotel and was carried to the hospital, The 
President appreciated the vote of thanks extended to her for her services during 
the Council under circumstances made trying by the fire. 


A Board meeting followed the adjournment of the Council. There will not 
be any attempt at the next Council to crowd a three days’ meeting into two. It 
is not just to the state societies, the Presidents of several of which come from 
such a distance, to the national society, or to the President National, who has the 
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work in hand and desires to make it of benefit to all. Let us take more time 
to consider the important business before the Congress. 


It always makes one happy to welcome pioneers in the service of the 1812 
Society and this was particularly true when Mrs. Sullivan Johnson of Pennsyl- 
vania was present at the Council. The following Honorary Vice-Presidents 
National attended; and, but for lack of time, would have been invited to take some 
part in the deliberations: Mrs. Thomas Munn, Delaware; Mrs. John T. Tollman 
Mack, Ohio; Mrs. George B. Wallis, New York; and Mrs. Sullivan Johnson. The 
only Organizing President in attendance was Mrs. Singleton Ashenfelter, New 
Mexico, and we were disappointed that she had to leave before reporting what she 
has accomplished in that far-away state. The Daughters again missed the 
familiar face of the President of the District Society and do not forget Mrs. 
Quicksall’s interest in past Councils, her enthusiasm in everything pertaining to 
the society. The Curator, Mrs. George F. Walker, unable to be with us, desires 
to make it known that she appreciates the gifts for the “Hope Chest.” 


Through Mrs. Thomas Day, Mrs. Mary C. Dorris of Tennessee, Honorary 
President of that state society, presented to the President National a gavel made 
from a piece of wood of a tree that grew near the Hermitage, the home of General 
Jackson. The President of the North Carolina Society, Mrs. Charles F. Taylor, 
gave to Mrs. Jenne a piece of crystal taken from the Arch of Jewels when it was 
removed also a gavel fashioned from a piece of wood from the stand erected at 
the capitol for President Harding, upon which he made his inaugural address on 
March 4th, 1921, this wood being personally secured by the donor. Mrs. Noble 
Newport Potts entertained the President National and Mrs. George E. Lamb of 
Vermont in her pleasant home on Saturday before the Council. A delightful 
luncheon was given by Miss Ethel J. R. C. Noyes and her mother in honor of Mrs. 
George Maynard Minor, Mrs. George Thacher Guernsey, Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles, 
your President National, Mrs. John Laidlaw Buel and Mrs. Charles H. Bissell. 
At the Shoreham, a luncheon, charming in every respect, was also tendered the 
President National and the Connecticut delegation by Mrs. Fenn, wife of Con- 
gressman E. Hart Fenn of Connecticut. An outing, enjoyed by a large number, 
was arranged by Mrs. Taylor for Mrs. Jenne and the delegates who remained 
until Thursday morning, when the opportunity was offered to be escorted over the 
President’s yacht, The Mayflower. At this time the President National wishes 
to thank the chairmen of all committees, who so ably carried out the plans formu- 
lated for the Council, the pages who were ever alert, Caldwell and Co., the man- 
agement of the Willard, the press and in fact everyone who by word, act or smile, 
helped to make the thirtieth Associate Council a splendid success. 


State Presidents should remember that all removals or changes of address 
should be sent to headquarters before July 1st, for the per capita tax is based 
upon the membership roll as it stands on October 1st. National Headquarters 
will close on June 10th and open on September 11th; however, any important mail 
received during the summer will be given as prompt attention as possible. 


The ensuing year let us try to organize a society in the following states: 
Arizona, Idaho, Minnesota, Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, North Dakota, Rhode 
Island, South Dakota, Washington, Wyoming and Utah. Is it asking more of 
the Daughters than ought to be requested that each should feel some responsibility 
in the matter? It is my deep desire to have the organization live up to its great- 
est privileges! 


A formal invitation was extended to the national society to name three dele- 
gates to attend the 26th annual meeting of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science on May 12th and 13th at Philadelphia, and the following women 
were appointed official delegates: Mrs. Samuel Z. Shope, Mrs. Sullivan Johnson 
and Mrs. Reinoeh] Knipe. 


Upon request of the National American Council, two delegates, Mrs. Daniel 
L. Turner of New York and Mrs. Charles R. Banks of New Jersey, were appointed 
officially to attend this annual gathering held in New York City on May 17th. 


An invitation was received from the Sulgrave Institution by your President 
to be present at the National Museum in Washington on Monday, the twenty-ninth 
of May, to participate in the presentation to the people of the United States 
of Sir A. Forestier’s remarkable painting, “The Signing of the Treaty of Ghent,” 
also to attend the presentation ceremony of a painting of the Sulgrave Manor 
to the President and Mrs. Harding. The Registrar National, Mrs. James H. 
Stansfield, represented the President National at these two important events. 
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The National Chairman of the Women’s Special Committee of the Sulgrave 
Institution has appointed the Président National to assist in the reception and 
entertainment of the members of the British Sulgrave Institution. This delega- 
tion will be headed by the Marquis of Cambridge and will arrive in September for 
the purpose of presenting memorials to different cities and of promoting the 
friendly relations existing between the two English-speaking nations. Upon 
request the names of ten representative women of this organization were sug- 
gested to the chairman for membership in the Sulgrave Institution, also to serve 
on this committee. 


With the people of the United States, the Daughters of 1812 were requested 
by the Veterans of Foreign Wars, assisted by the American War Mothers, to 
wear on Memorial Day the Inter-Allied Memorial Flower, the Poppy of Flanders, 
in remembrance and in honor of our boys, many of whom still lie in France. Thus 
we will pay tribute to the dead and help the living by providing funds to carry on 
relief work of the organization. It is expected that the Daughters of 1812 will 
observe annually this beautiful custom in memoriam. . 


~ Items of Interest from the States and Chapters. 


California: It is unusual for one to live beyond the century mark; but Mrs. 
Rebecca A. Lockwood of Smith River, who passed away on April 10th, would have 
been 101 years old, had she lived until June. The father of this member of the 
Fredonia Chapter participated in the historic battle of New Orleans. 


The March meeting of the state society was held with Mrs. Emma S. Van 
Dergrift in honor of her 96th birthday. This interesting Real Daughter has enter- 
tained the society many times and attends all meetings. 


The society met on April 28th at the Southwest Museum in Los Angeles. 
Luncheon was followed by a talk on the Museum by Mrs. Headlee, who has charge 
of the educational work. After the business meeting the members were “per- 
sonally conducted” by Prof. Comstock, who explained the exhibits regarding the 
Indians and the paintings of value. 


California has completed its quota for the 1812 Room. 


Delaware: For the benefit of the playground, a musicale, “In Gypsy Land,” 
was given by the Orpheus Mixed Quartette at the ball room of Hotel Du Pont, 
Wilmington, on May 9th, under the auspices of the N. S. U. S. D. 1812, State of 
Delaware, of which Mrs. Thomas J. Munn is President and she is to be congratu- 
lated upon her ardent efforts. © ' 


Louisiana: In 1804, when Andrew Jackson laid the cornerstone for his 
statue in Jackson Square, New Orleans, a committee of Whigs placed a stone on 
the battlefield of Chalmette as a beginning of a monument which they hoped to 
erect. The monument was authorized in 1852 by act of the Louisiana Legislature 
and started in 1855. It reached the height of fifty feet; but was abandoned in 
1861. The monument and grounds were offered by act of the Legislature of 1888 
to the United States, provided the government would appropriate money for its 
completion within five years; but nothing was then accomplished. Custody of the 
monument was given to the U. S. Daughters of 1776 and 1812 by act of the state 
legislature in 1894. In 1896 and in 1898 the legislature appropriated $1,000 to 
the Daughters for its care. In 1907 Congress appropriated $25,000 to complete 
the same and in that year the monument and grounds, by deed signed by Gov. 
Blanchard, were transferred to the United States. In June the transfer was 
delivered to William H. Taft, then Secretary of War, and accepted by President 
Roosevelt. The following year the state turned over to the Daughters $8,065 
received from the sale of part of the monument property. In 1908 the monument 
was finished and dedicated on January 8, 1915, the 100th anniversary of the Battle 
of New Orleans. The government has begun a survey for a proposed national 
park on these plains of Chalmette——[From The Times-Picayune, W. O. Hart.] 


Michigan: On April 18th the state society gave a luncheon at the Woman’s 
Exchange, Detroit, in honor of the President, Mrs. Clarence J. Chandler, who 
sailed on the twenty-fifth for a five months’ tour of Europe. During her absence, 
the interests of the organization will be cared for by the First Vice-President, 
Mrs. C. W. Hockett. Michigan has pledged her full quota for the 1812 Room. 
The state’s gift to the Hope Chest of the national society was a framed picture 
of the General Alexander Macomb Monument, which was erected in Detroit in 
1908 through the efforts of the U. S. D. 1812 of Michigan. 
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Missouri: A well attended meeting of the state society was held on April 13th 
at the Missouri Athletic Association, the State President, Mrs. L. M. Ottofy, her 
daughter, Miss Martha Ottofy, and the State Registrar, Mrs. Arthur McCluer, 
being hostesses. Mr. Lee Meriwether gave a spirited talk on “The Four-Power 
Treaty.” 


On May 24th Real Daughter’s Day was observed with a social gathering and 
luncheon at the Algonquin Country Club. The principal speaker was the state 
chairman of Real Daughters, Mrs. Theodore Shelton, former State President and 
a past National officer. 


Missouri leads all states in her subscription to the 1812 Room; for she has 
sent to the Treasurer National $751.55, every chapter subscribing 100%. The state 
has gained forty-five new members the past year with the prospect of larger 
growth this year, the James Kearney Chapter leading in new members. Mrs. 
E. G. Orear of Maryville is Chairman of Historic Sites and the state plans soon 
to do some historical marking. Mrs. James P. Moreland represented Missouri 
at the Associate Council. 


New Hampshire: On May 29th the President National in company with her 
sister, Miss Sherman, Vice-President of the Vermont Society, Mrs. George S. 
Dowley, Mrs. George B. White and Mrs. Frank Dye of the General Andrew Jackson 
Chapter were guests of the New Hampshire Society and its President, Mrs. Charles 
H. Spooner, in Charlestown. A luncheon was enjoyed at the Hoffman House after 
which there was a large gathering of Daughters and guests in the home of Mrs. 
Sidney P. Wiley, Regent of the General James Miller Chapter. Among the honored 
guests was Mrs. James Hartness, wife of the Governor of the State of Vermont, 
who with Mrs. Casey, wife of one of the educators of the state, spoke upon the 
rural schools and their needs. Mrs. Hartness and the President were remembered 
with choice flowers. The General James Miller Chapter has bestowed honorary 
membership upon their President National. There is a great future for this 
membership in the Granite State under the leadership of Mrs. Spooner and her 
co-laborers, Mrs. Wiley, Mrs. Pike and scores of other equally efficient members. 


Texas: The John Cavet Chapter, of which Mrs. Alvin Valentine Lane is 
Regent, has had a remarkable record of service since the date of its organization 
on March, 1915. It is identified with all Red Cross work and Americanization is 
at all times stressed. Its contributions to many worthy objects indicate the pro- 
gressiveness of its members and the programs are carefully prepared and success- 
fully carried out. The chapter was named in honor of John Cavet, the ancestor 
of Mrs. Lane, Organizing Regent, past State President and Ex-Treasurer 
National. The chapter has met its quota toward the 1812 Room.

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DEAR DAUGHTERS OF 1812: 


During the past summer the great purposes and aims of the National Society 
United States Daughters of 1812 have impressed themselves upon me to such an 
extent that I am disposed to share my feelings with you in a few brief sen- 
tences. We must never lose sight of the fact that we are organized for the 
promotion of patriotism, to preserve and increase knowledge of the history of 
the American people, by the preservation of documents and relics of the early 
days, the marking of historic spots, the recording of family histories and tradi- 
tions, the celebrating of patriotic anniversaries, and by the emphasizing and 
teaching of heroic deeds in the civil, military and naval life of the United 
States between the close of the War of the Revolution and the War of 1812. 
Let us at all times be on the watch to guard our communities, our towns, our 
cities from the foes which are lurking “within our gates.” Be it ever remembered 
that our state societies and chapters are necessary and of great’ moment; for 
they are organized to assist in local activities in addition to maintaining the 
patriotic work of this organization. We are meeting new conditions every day 
and must be willing to assume new responsibilities, for “they gravitate to those 
who can shoulder them and power flows to the one who knows how.” We realize 
that the American woman is the most favored on earth but we must also 
remember that to whom “much is given, much is required.” 


The National Executive Board held its autumn meeting on the 5th day of 
October at the Century Club and at Hotel Jermyn in the home city of our 
Fourth Vice-President National, Mrs. Henry James Carr. The members of 
the Board were honor guests at a luncheon given by Mrs. Carr at the Y. W. 
C. A. and members of the local patriotic organizations were also bidden. The 
private dining room was decorated with autumn leaves and branches of bitter- 
sweet gave a touch of brilliant color. The tables were decorated with pink rose- 
buds and the place cards were of blue and grey, the colors of the society. 
After the morning session Mrs. Carr, the national officers and members of the 
Board received the guests in the reception room. Following the luncheon, Mrs. 
Carr told of the early days of the state when that section was part of West- 
moreland Township, Litchfield County, Connecticut, and extended a hearty wel- 
come to the officers. Mrs. L. R. Stelle, Regent of the local chapter, welcomed 
the guests to Scranton, Mrs. Samuel Z. Shope, State President, weleomed them 
to Pennsylvania, and Miss Decker read an original poem of welcome, in which 
the national officers were named. The President National, the Charter Trustee, 
the First Vice-President National and other members of the Board, were called 
upon to respond to toasts. During the stay, the guests were driven 
about the city and around Lake Scranton by Mrs. J. Farnham Mears, Mrs. 
George Jermyn and others. The visit to the coal mines was an interesting 
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feature, second only to the drive down the Wyoming Valley to view the historic 
landmarks. A pleasant social hour was tendered the visitors at Pen-y-Bryn, 
the home of Colonel and Mrs, L. A. Watres on Elmherst Blvd. The spacious 
home was decorated with beautiful flowers and the nieces of the host and 
hostess presided over the dining room, extending gracious hospitality. The 
following day was made distinctive by a visit to the library, where we were 
greeted by the librarian, husband of our hostess, Mr. Henry James Carr, who 
made the call most enjoyable by showing the library itself and with stories 
of the early days of the city. All was delightful and there is so much we are 
compelled to omit. This gathering in the home city of our Fourth Vice-President 
National will make Scranton ever memorable. 


The Executive Board voted that the one dollar initiation fee, accompanying 
all lineage blanks to the Registrar National, should be sent in the form of a 
check, which should be made payable to Mrs. James H. Stansfield, and also, 
that in ordering supplies, checks rather than loose money be sent to the Special 
Secretary, Mrs. Albion B. Wilson. 


It was the unanimous wish of the Board that the Revision Committee of 
five appointed by the President National be made a permanent committee until 
the revision of the national constitution is completed. The names of this com- 
mittee are as follows: Mrs. Charles R. Banks, chairman, Mrs. Amos G. Draper, 
Mrs. William Gerry Slade, Mrs. Robert Hall Wiles, and Mrs. Clarence F. R. 
Jenne (the latter consented to act upon request). 


A most interesting report was given by the Chairman of Supplies regarding 
her journey to Ottawa this summer for the purpose of obtaining information 
relative to the Canadian records of the War of 1812. Mr. Francis J. Audit, 
Chief of the Index and Information of the Public Archives of Canada, received 
with great courtesy Attorney and Mrs. Wilson. The arrangements for having 
these records copied are progressing and fuller information will be given in a 
subsequent LETTER. 


Permission has been given the national organization by the Quartermaster 
General to place a bronze memorial in the amphitheatre in Arlington in memory 
of the Unknown Soldier, said memorial to be subject to the approval of the 
Commission of Fine Arts. As it was voted by the members of the Board to 
place such a memorial, the President National has asked Mrs. Edmund P. Moody 
and Mrs. Samuel Z. Shope to act with her in this matter. 


At the close of the meeting, a cordial invitation was given by 
Mrs. Wm. D. Caldwell, Recording Secretary National for Mrs. Helen Wolcott 
Dimick, State President of Ohio, to hold the January meeting in Toledo. We 
desire to have Ohio know that her courtesy is cherished deeply. As is the custom, 
the meeting will be held about January 10th at headquarters. Due notice will 
be sent each member, 


The state rolls were sent out on September 31st. The amount of dues is 
based upon the national membership roll of October ist and all dues must be 
paid before January 1st in order that the state society receive notice of or rep- 
resentation in the annual meeting of the associate council. 


There is a call from Headquarters for the following issues of the News-Letter: 
June, 1916, Vol. II, No. 4; November, 1916, Vol. II, No. 5; March, 1917, Vol. II, 
No. 6; June, 1920, Vol. III, No. 4; March, 1921, Vol. III, No. 6; and June, 1922, 
Vol, III, No. 10. If there are those who would like to respond to this request, 
kindly do so. 


The News-Letter has been sent to the American Library in Paris, France. 
This library of over 30,000 American volumes on its shelves and its tables 
covered with American magazines and newspapers is rapidly becoming the chief 
connecting link between the literary interests of France and the United States 
and during the two years of its existence has greatly stimulated French interest 
in American ideals. 


Will the Presidents whose societies have not sent in their yearly payments 
for the News-Lettrers, kindly see that their remittance is forwarded at once to 
the National Treasurer? It is a trivial matter for a state to pay for its Letrers; 
but to the national society it is a tremendous help and a burden which should 
be rightfully and willingly assumed by the states. We appreciate the good will 
of the members in regard to this labor, which is carried on at Headquarters. 
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Above all things, it is the desire to make the Lerter helpful; and, as far as space 
will permit, to mention the activities of the states and national work as well. 


A request has come from Honorable John M. Stahl, 3401 Michigan Avenue, 
Chicago, Illinois, desiring to know if anyone can direct him to facts and original 
documents bearing on the Battle of New Orleans. He wishes especially to 
glean facts about the assembling of the United States Army and preparations 
for battle before Gen. Jackson arrived at New Orleans. We are confident that 
when this book that Mr. Stahl is compiling is finished, it will be eagerly sought 
for. 

Mrs. F. H. Wilder, of Fargo, North Dakota, has been appointed Organizing 
President of that state and we bespeak for Mrs. Wilder every success in her 
undertaking. 

Miss Edith Edwards of Woonsocket, Rhode Island, has been appointed 
Organizing President of that state and there is every prospect of having a 
society planted there before many months. Miss Edwards has given in memory 
of her mother, Laura Ballou (Mrs. Daniel Mann Edwards), former State Regent, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, one hundred dollars for the 1812 Room 
in the Victory Memorial Building, 

In this connection it is regretted that through an oversight the name of 
Mrs. James Clark Fisher of Virginia was omitted in the June Letrer from the 
list of contributors at the time of our associate council last April. Mrs. Fisher, 
who has been motoring with her husband across the continent this summer, (and 
who has remembered your President many times with letters and cards) presented 
one hundred dollars for the Room in memory of one of her 1812 ancestors, Amos 
Lewis. 

The government has sent an official copy of the act, signed by our Secretary 
of State, Honorable Charles E. Hughes, extending the patent on our insignia for 
a period of fourteen years.

The 
following states have recently placed markers: Arkansas, Delaware, District of 
Columbia, Illinois, Indiana, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Texas and Wisconsin. 


Our Honorary President National, Mrs. Wiles, has been passing the summer 
at Chautauqua and worthily represented the President National in responding 
for the society at the convention of the General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
last June. Our Honorary Organizing President National has been motoring up 
the coast of New England and into Canada. The National Chairman of Patriotic 
Education, Mrs. Frank H. Metcalf, with her only daughter, has passed the sum- 
mer abroad, and is now in Bermuda. 


The national organization has a certain position to maintain and our state 
societies must realize this and stand united in this last effort to give expression 
to the ownership of a home in the City of Washington by securing a room in 
the Victory Memorial Building. In so doing we shall have a place to be proud 
of, small and modest to be sure, but ours, beautifully and centrally located and 
meeting all of our requirements. We are assured that we shall always have 
the privilege of holding our associate councils and Board meetings in this mag- 
nificent structure and we are on the last lap of the payment required. California, 
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Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, Florida, Iowa, Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, 
Michigan, Missouri, Nebraska, New Jersey, New Mexico, Vermont, Virginia and 
Wisconsin are the states that have paid their completed apportionments. The 
following have paid a portion of their quota and the balance is pledged before Janu- 
ary 1st: Alabama, Arkansas, Illinois, Indiana, Kansas, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina and West Virginia. The following states have made contributions: 
Georgia, Mississippi, North Carolina, Oklahoma and Texas. Among the remain- 
ing states are those who have pledged their payment and by January first they 
will be listed as having helped the national society (of which they are a part) 
obtain the goal of its desires. 


A number have made personal contributions and we expect that there are 
many others to follow. Are there not those who would be glad to make small 
gifts of ten, twenty or twenty-five dollars? If so, the total amount of many 
such contributions will bring about the realization of our dreams. 


May this final appeal bring response from the thousands of Daughters who 
belong to our membership! 


The table, which was used at the time of the Arms Conference in the Pan 
American Building and which was purchased by the national society at the time 
of the associate council, has been stored in Washington until such time as our 
room is ready for occupancy. It was the desire at that time that every state 
contribute a small sum for this table and that a plate be placed upon it denoting 
that it was a gift from the states. $2.50 from each state would pay for the 
table and the Treasurer National would be glad to receive any amount, no mat- 
ter how small, toward the states’ gift for the room. 


As a member of the Women’s Emergency Committee of the Near East 
Relief, we urge that every Daughter render all possible assistance to relieve the 
situation in Smyrna which is so appalling; for the need of immediate aid is 
urgent. Let us all do our share, yea, more; for they are our sisters and little 
children are suffering and dying. If patriotism means anything, it means feed- 
ing the hungry, clothing the naked and making glad their hearts. ‘We are our 
sisters’ keepers.” 


The National Civic Federation held a convention on “The International 
Situation and Its Lessons to this Country” at Hotel Astor, New York City, on 
November 10th and ilth. Mrs. William Gerry Slade, State President of New 
York, was appointed a delegate to represent the Daughters of 1812. 


During the summer a letter was written to the Bureau of Pensions, Depart- 
ment of the Interior, Washington, requesting the names of living widows pen- 
sioned on account of their husband’s service in the War of 1812. In response 
to this request we have received the following:

Each State President has been asked to render such service to these aged pensioners in the 
confines of her state as is needed. 


We have been invited by the American Legion to co-operate in the observ- 
ance of American Education Week, December 3rd to the 9th, and the United 
States Commissioner of Education has urged that active interest be shown. Let 
us realize that the welfare of the boys and girls of America is largely dependent 
upon the extent of their education. 


We have been bereft of one of our Honorary Vice-Presidents National, Mrs. 
Frank Hatch Jones, only daughter of ex-President Ulysses S. Grant, and at one 
time, as “Nellie Grant,” one of the most popular girls in America. Mrs. Jones 
died on August 20th at her late residence, Lake Shore Drive, Chicago, burial in 
Springfield, Illinois, the home of her husband. 


The national society has also sustained great losses in the deaths of Miss 
Grace M. Pierce, twice Registrar National of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, and always a devoted member of the New York Society, Daughters 
of 1812, and Mrs. Levi Holbrook, charter member of the national society and 
of the New York state society. 


Items of Interest from the States and Chapters 


Alabama: One of the most interesting meetings in years was held in Gun- 
tersville in the early summer. The out-of-town members were entertained at 
dinner at the hospitable home of Mrs. John A. Lusk, the State President. The 
place of gathering was selected in view of its historic interest as one of the 
oldest settlements of Alabama and the site of many of the stirring incidents in 
the early history. The session was conducted in a novel manner aboard the 
river steamer as it plied its way between the banks of the Tennessee River, 
affording a full view to the passengers of points and localities associated with 
Gen. Jackson’s fame. The journey terminated at Hobbs Island, from which the 
return course began later in the day. Mrs. Lusk personally arranged all details 
of the entertainment and the visitors were her special guests on the river trip. 
An elaborate luncheon was served in the dining room of the boat, where Mrs. 
Lusk was assisted by her daughter, Miss Elizabeth Lee Lusk, and Mrs. May 
of Guntersville. Notice has been made elsewhere of the organizing of a chapter 
known as the Jesse Garth Chapter on June 1. It numbers among its member- 
ship three sisters (Real Daughters), daughters of Thomas Bibb, who was a 
soldier in the battle of New Orleans in 1812 under command of General Jackson. 


Arkansas: Mrs. John F. Weinnmann, State President, has been spending 
the summer in Canada and on her return made a brief visit on the President 
National. Mrs. Samuel Preston Davis, First Vice-President National, journeyed 
to Scranton to attend the meeting of the Executive Board. A notice has recently 
been issued from the state society, announcing the candidacy of Mrs. Davis for 
President National. 


Colorado: If space in this Lretrer only permitted, more than mere notice 
would be taken of the retirement from the office of State President of Mrs. 
Frank Wheaton of Denver, who in the early days of the national society was its 
Corresponding Secretary until 1910. In recognition of her services she was made 
Honorary State President at the annual meeting in May, when Mrs. Gerald L. 
Schuyler, a worthy successor, was elected President. 


Connecticut: The State Registrar, Mrs. Edward Mora, has been passing 
through deep affliction in the loss by death of her husband, who died 
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on the evening of August 25th. The sympathy of the society is extended to 
Mrs. Mora in her sorrow. 


The Chairman of the Relic Committee, Mrs. Clarence F. R. Jenne, has been 
able to secure a relic of the Battle of Stonington to place in the 1812 collection 
in the State Library. It is a bomb that was thrown into Stonington by the fleet 
of Commodore Thomas Hardy during the battle; it weighs twenty-one and one- 
half pounds and is in perfect condition. The relic was secured through Dr. 
James H. Weeks, to whom it was given by Mr. Arthur G. Sheffield of Stoning- 
ton. Mr. Sheffield’s father owned a shipyard on or near the site of the old 
fort and the bomb was dug up from the saw pit on that spot. This gift was 
received by the National President who spoke briefly relative to the repulse of 
the British at Stonington in 1814, closing her remarks with the reply of the 
magistrates to Commodore Hardy’s letter announcing his intention of effectually 
destroying the town which was, ‘We shall defend the place to the last 
extremity; should it be destroyed, we will perish in its ruins,” 


Mr. Charles R. Hale, Secretary of the Hartford Camp, Connecticut Division, 
Sons of Veterans, who is deeply interested in the work of mapping all the graves 
of soldiers of the different wars, has already placed on his maps graves of one 
hundred and thirty-seven veterans of the War of 1812 in this county. 


The society has lost by death two of its devoted and ardent members, Mrs. 
Robert Allyn, of Hartford, Governor of the Society, Sons and Daughters of the 
Pilgrims, State of Connecticut, and Mrs. Henry C. Fairchild, of Bridgeport. 


The annual meeting was held on October 24th at the Hartford Club in the 
City of Hartford. After the luncheon, the General Curator of Wadsworth 
Athenaeum entertained in the lecture room by showing lantern slides of contents 
of the museum. Mrs. Nancy C. Buddington, a Real Daughter, read an original 
poem on “The Flag.” 


District of Columbia: It is with sorrow that we record the passing away 
of another Real Daughter, Mary Nealson, widow of the Rev. Augustus Jackson. 


Mrs. Sol Lansburgh has recently returned from a journey to the Pacific 
coast, 


Florida: The marriage of Miss Helen J. Merrill, the State President, to Mr. 
William A. Schell took place at the home of the bride in Riverside on Wednesday, 
September 6th. The bride is a Jacksonville girl and has a wide circle of friends, 
who will wish her great happiness. Mr. Schell is a graduate of the University 
of North Carolina. The state society presented the bride with an insignia of 
the U.S. D. of 1812. 


Georgia: To this state belongs the distinction of having the first woman 
United States Senator, the Governor having appointed Mrs. Thomas H. Felton, 
widow of a former Congressman, who for fifty years has been active in politics. 
In accepting the honor she said, “A strong nation is dependent upon its women 
and the manner in which the women of this country grasp their opportunities 
will decide most of the great issues of the future.” Mrs. Felton was born during 
the second administration of President Andrew Jackson, one of the greatest 
generals in the War of 1812. 


Illinois: Mrs. John A. Lee, President, has mapped out an attractive program 
for the winter which will be most interesting to the membership of her society. 
A “Presidents’ Day” reception was held on November 2nd and it was regretted 
by the President National that she could not accept the cordial invitation to 
officially visit the society and be present on this occasion. 


The Chairman of Grave Markers has a long list of soldiers buried in Illinois 
whose graves are unmarked. These graves were located through the assistance 
of Mr. Paul J. Palmer of Onarga, Illinois, who believes that they should be 
marked and record made of the service of the men, which he will endeavor to 
verify. Records are lost and tradition alone remains. Many of these people 
came to Illinois in 1830. One of these, James Martin, tradition says was with 
Perry in the Battle of Lake Erie and one of the four or five men who “rowed the 
small boat to Niagara”: he is known to have been buried in the old Pioneer 
Cemetery; but the location of the grave has been lost. 


The Committee on Historic Spots is uniting with the Park Commissioners 
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to prevent the removing of the statue now on the spot of the massacre of the 
inhabitants of Fort Dearborn, and also to mark this site. 

The State Historian is stressing the importance of the work of preventing 
the use of any history in the schools in which unpatriotic propaganda appears. 
The following is a resolution which was passed last April at the annual meeting 
in Chicago and later was presented to the associate council by Mrs. Lee and 
endorsed by that body. Whereas, The teaching of American ideals in the public 
schools as to the heroic deeds and sacrifices of the early patriots is being seriously 
hampered by the publication of a number of text books which are already in 
use and, Whereas, This society of the United States Daughters of 1812 have as 
their ancestors those Americans who succeeded in a cause which forever estab- 
lished the United States of America as a nation; Therefore, Be It Resolved, that 
this body be asked to endorse this movement and to recommend the adoption 
by every state 1812 organization a most thorough investigation of all histories, 
readers and other books used in the public schools of each locality; and also, 
Be It Resolved, that proper means be used to have offending books forever barred 
from the schools. 

As this is a laudable undertaking, it is hoped that each State Historian will 
give her co-operation that this important work will be assured. 


Indiana: Six daughters of soldiers of the War of 1812 were the honor guests 
at the annual luncheon of the state society in May: Mrs. Mark Shryer, Miss Alma 
Wilson, Miss Minerva J. Davis, Mrs. W. L. Heiskell, Mrs. J. M. Brown and Mrs. 
John R. Hussey. Mrs. Frank A. Morrison presided at the annual business meet- 
ing following the luncheon and reports were given by the different officers and 
committees. Indiana has nearly raised its apportionment for the Room in the 
Victory Memorial Building and they have generously contributed toward the Near 
East. 

In October “Real Daughters’ Day” was observed and the five Real Daughters 
present gave personal reminiscences of their fathers. A very creditable Year 
Book has recently been issued by the society. 


Kansas: The annual state meeting was held in October at Hotel Mucklebach. 
With a notice of this meeting, a circular letter written by Mrs, Wilcox, the State 
President, was sent to the members, asking for a generous contribution from 
each for our Room in the Victory Building. Kansas has always been a leader 
in matters worth while and we know that her Daughters will make this a worth- 
while object for their contributions. 


Kentucky: The Honorary State President and at one time one of our 
national officers, Mrs. George H. Wilson, of Louisville, has presented to the 
President National a photograph of a copy of the charter certificate, which 
is on file in the Department of State in the City of Washington. This gift is 
prized by the recipient. 

The State President, Mrs. C. C. Patrick, entertained the members of the 
society at her home on October 24th, when there was a large attendance and 
much enthusiasm prevailed. 


Louisiana: Three of New Orleans’ most prominent club women and civic 
leaders passed away the week of the 16th of October. The death of Mrs. Marion 
Roger Bankston was unexpected as she had taken an active part in the early Legion 
activities. She was chairman of the patriotic societies’ reception at the Patio 
Royale Monday afternoon, October 16th, going from there to the Headquarters 
of the United Daughters of 1776 and 1812, of which she was State President, 
where she assisted in keeping open house. Later she had returned to her home, 
when she was stricken and died at midnight. Mrs. Bankston in addition to hold- 
ing the state presidency of the Daughters of 1812 was Honorary Vice-President 
National of Louisiana, President of the Louisiana Colonials, Past Regent of 
the Daughters of the American Revolution, and the Stonewall Jackson Chapter, 
Daughters of the Confederacy. She was also connected with Le Petite Theater 
and the Quartier Club. Mrs. Bankston is survived by her husband, Professor 
Marion Roger Bankston, and one sister. 

Mrs. Graham, widow of the late David R. Graham, was prominently asso- 
ciated with the various patriotic societies in her state and a descendant of the 
noted Mclivain family, which had representatives in the Revolutionary War, 
ne ee of 1812 and the Civil War. Mrs. A. Oscar Browne died in Denver, 

olorado. 
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At the reception in Frenchtown tendered to the distinguished visitors, Inter- 
Allied guests and regular service men by the women’s patriotic societies of New 
Orleans during the American Legion convention, the United States Daughters of 
1776-1812 were represented by young maidens in empire and Spanish costumes 
and young girls in homespun impersonated well-known figures of the Arcadian 
period of Louisiana history. Mrs. Mary E, Richards, whose father fought in 
the battle of New Orleans, was present as the only original daughter of the 
National Society, United States Daughters of 1812. | 


Maine: On June 27th the Daughters of 1812 held their annual Field Day 
at Terrace Inn, Falmouth Foreside. After dinner the members retired to the 
parlor, where a fine program was prepared. Each month they have celebrated 
the birthdays of the members occurring in that month: recently they have 
recognized the birthdays of two Real Daughters, Mrs. Isaac Holbrook and Mrs. 
Mary C. Young. 


Mrs. Ellen Giddings, a Real Daughter, opened her home at Gorham on 
August 10th to the society. <A delicious dinner was served and the afternoon was 
passed socially. 


The society has ten living Real Daughters enrolled in its membership. Credit 
is due the President, Mrs. Edward H. Colcord, for the enthusiasm she is arous- 
ing among her members. 


Maryland: The Ways and Means Committee of this society is very active 
this year under the leadership of the State President, Miss Florine Judik. A 
handsome silk flag, valued at more than one hundred dollars, was presented 
to the society through the chairman of this committee on the 10th of November, 
and they are now engaged in arranging for a large card party at the Emerson 
Hotel to raise funds to further the state work. A goodly sum also has been 
contributed to the Near East Relief, 


Michigan: The society was entertained at a luncheon on October 17th at 
the home of the State President, Mrs. Clarence J. Chandler, who has just re- 
turned from a five months’ trip abroad. A business meeting with election of 
officers followed the luncheon. A beautiful tribute was paid to the memory 
of two Real Daughters, Mrs. Lucy S. Griggs and Mrs. Felix Lemkie, removed 
by death during the past summer.

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DEAR DAUGHTERS OF 1812: 


Again and for the last time it is my privilege to communicate with you 
through the News-Letter. It was Josh Billings who said that “he did not care 
how much anyone talked if he would only say it in a few words.” If I could 
unfold to you in a few words the emotions of my heart in this last Letter, I should 
be satisfied; but, it is not possible. 


The four seasons have marched again across the face of old earth and the 
Springtime is approaching like a clarion call to arouse us for the coming 
Thirty-first Associate Council, which will be held at the New Willard in the City 
of Washington the week of the 26th of April, the arrangements for the same 
having been completed and are briefly as follows: 


Monday, April 23rd— 
Meeting of the National Executive Board, 10:00 A. M. 
Meeting of the Credentials Committee, 12:00 to 1:00 P. M., and from 
5:00 to 6:30 P. M. on the same afternoon. 
Journey to Arlington, 2:30 P. M. 
Opening session of the Thirty-first Associate Council in the small ball- 
room, 7:30 P. M. 
Tuesday, April 24th— 
Meeting of the Credentials Committee, 9:00 to 10:00 A. M. 
Sessions of the council in the small ballroom, 10:00 A. M. and 2:00 P. M. 
Reception in small ballroom, 6:30 P. M, 
Dinner in large ballroom, 8:00 P. M. 


Wednesday, April 25th— 
Meeting of the Credentials Committee, 9:00 to 10:00 A. M. 
Sessions of the council in the small ballroom, 10:00 A. M. and 2:00 P. M. 


It seems superfluous to make mention of the personnel of the Associate 
Council. However, for the benefit of those who do not remember, reference is 
made to the national constitution, Article V, in which it is stated that “the Asso- 
ciate Council shall consist of the executive board of the national society, the 
presidents of the states and their executive officers, not exceeding twelve in 
number, the honorary presidents in each state, appointed organizing state presi- 
dents, chapter regents, charter trustees, and the chairmen of standing committees.” 


It is expected that all state societies and chapters will be represented and 
that every state president will make an effort to have her delegates present, but 
if perchance there are those who can not attend, she should send to the Chairman 
of the Credentials Committee, to reach her on or before April 12th, a list of the 
names of alternates elected by the Stale society from which vacancies may be 
filled if necessary. 
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If the delegate can not attend, it is her privilege to appoint personally some 
-member of her society to take her place. In this case the state president should 
be notified of the appointment and the appointee must present in person the 
credential card to the Committee at the time of the council. 


“When the same woman holds two offices, she is given credentials for the 
higher office and the second place should be regarded as a vacancy which the 
state, and not the woman herself, may fill.” (Gen. Henry M. Roberts.) In this 
case, the alternate does not need a credential card, as her name will be contained 
on the list of alternates sent by the state president to Mrs. Washington L. Mann, 
the chairman, 41 West 84th Street, New York City. 


Will each delegate read over very carefully the information printed on the 
credential card this year and fill it out as directed. If this is done there will be 
no misunderstandings whatever at the time of the council and thus the work of 
the committee will be facilitated. 


All members of the society are expected to attend the business and social 
functions of the council, but only those entitled to vote can take part in the 
business sessions. The seating of delegates will be marked by cards, denoting 
each state, and at the time of the election of officers all delegates should be in 
their respective places. If there are those present not entitled to vote, they must 
occupy seats in the rear of the room. 


The Chairman of the Transportation Committee, Mrs. Robert C. Maxwell, 
reports that Daughters of 1812, who are also members of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution, will be privileged to take advantage of their reduced rates 
by getting one of the certificates which will be given by the local chapters of 
the D. A. R. The return date limit on this concession is Friday, April 27, 1923, 
and our council will have concluded before that date. 


There will be a meeting of the National Executive Board at ten o’clock on 
Monday morning, April 23rd. A meeting of the new Executive Board will be 
held within twenty-four hours after the adjournment of the council. The Com- 
mittee on Credentials will be in session from twelve to one o’clock and from five 
to six-thirty o’clock on Monday afternoon, and from nine to ten o’clock on 
Tuesday and Wednesday mornings, April 24th and 25th. Delegates are requested 
to report as soon as possible and receive their badges. 


At this council there are five officers to be elected for terms of two years 
each, namely President National, Second and Fourth Vice-Presidents, Curator 
and Librarian. The present incumbents are not eligible for a re-election, each 
having served two terms of two years. It is expected that the election of officers 
will occur Wednesday morning, April 25th. 

All national officers, state and organizing presidents and chairmen of 
national committees will report their work from the platform. These reports 
should be dated from March 31, 1922, to March 31, 1923, and it is hoped that by 
opening the Associate Council Monday evening there will be time for all reports 
and for the consideration of every question that demands attention without any 
feeling of haste. State reports should be typewritten and must not exceed a five 
pute period. Miss Martha McInnes of Pennsylvania has been appointed time- 

eeper,

The several proposed amendments to the national constitution, submitted 
in 1922, to be acted upon at the coming Associate Council, will be sent with each 
credential card. Due to these numerous amendments the appointed committee 
on the revision of the national constitution, of which Mrs. Charles R. Banks is 
-Chairman, has been unable to function to any great extent. 


The annual pilgrimage to the national cemetery in Arlington will take place 
Monday afternoon, leaving The Willard very promptly at two-thirty o’clock. 
The arrangements are in charge of Mrs. R. Thomas Robinson, who will be near 
the Credential Room, Monday morning, to take the names of all desiring trans- 
portation. This is necessary, for Mrs. Robinson must know how many are 
going, to provide automobiles for all. On this occasion the society will place 
a bronze memorial in the museum of the amphitheatre in memory of the Unknown 
Warrior, together with its offering of flowers. It will be permissible for any 
state society to bring its gift of flowers if they so desire. 


On account of the brevity of time for the transaction of necessary business, 
it was unanimously voted at the last council that this year the reception and 
the banquet should be combined in one social function, thus affording an extra 
evening for our deliberations.

Stafford, Justice of the Supreme Court of the District of Columbia, and Mrs. 
Stafford, the Rev. Dr. William S. Abernethy, Minister of Calvary Baptist Church, 
and Mrs. Abernethy and others. The soloist for the occasion will be Mrs. Orme 
Thornberry with Mrs. Walter Nash, accompanist. 


The midwinter National Board meeting was held January 10th at Head- 
quarters, and the large attendance attested the loyalty of the national officers. 
Mrs. Samuel Williams Earle journeyed from Chicago; Mrs. Reuben Ross Hol- 
loway traveled from Canada; our Registrar National, Mrs. James H. Stansfield, 
timed a visit with her husband, Major Stansfield, and son to Panama, so as to be 
present at this official family gathering. Our Honorary Organizing President, 
Mrs. Slade, left her comfortable home at the Waldorf, and Mrs. Henry James 
Carr and Miss Todd courageously braved the elements of a New England winter 


to be in attendance. There is only one word that can express such faithfulness 
and that is loyalty. 


The meeting convened at ten o’clock at the Bond Annex Hotel and after the 
usual opening exercises, reports and a message from the President National 
were given, followed by business. This Board meeting must be conceded as the 
paramount one in the history of the society. There was on exhibition the first 
installment of one hundred and one pages of the transcription of the list of the 
American prisoners of war at Quebec in 1812. Since that time the work has 
been completed and all installments have been received at Headquarters and 
copies forwarded to the states of New York and Pennsylvania. These records 
are a true and exact copy of two original registers, entitled “General Entry Book 
of American Prisoners of War, at Quebec,” and marked C—694 A and C—694 B. 
They are certified to, the seal of the Public Archives of Canada affixed and signed 
by the Deputy Minister on the 12th day of February, 1923. We desire at this 
time publicly to express our gratitude to Mr. Francis J. Audit, Chief of the Index 
and Information of the Public Archives of Ottawa, for the genuine courtesy with 
which he received the request for these records of the National Society and for his 
untiring activity in arranging for this titanic piece of work. 


We would mention the recorder of these official lists, Miss Fernande Lavoie, 
for the labor as shown is pleasing to the sight and mind. The copying has taken 
about three months. The copies for the National, and for the Government will 
be bound in the Blue and the Gray, colors of the National Society. 


There was also exhibited a list of books on Naval History, prepared by 
Charles Scribner’s Sons for the Roosevelt Memorial Library, to be presented to 
Roosevelt House when it is completed, which undoubtedly will be by early sum- 
mer. The list includes the best known Books that are published on American 
Naval history. As the money has been raised by a committee of which Mrs. 
Robert C. Maxwell of New Jersey is chairman, and is ready upon call for the 
purchase of these books, it was the desire of the Board, and so voted, that the 
incoming President National be asked to continue the present Roosevelt Memorial 
Committee until the work is finished and that the present President National be 
made permanent Honorary Chairman of the committee, with power to see it 
completed and to have it in her charge as long as is necessary. 


The Emblem Insignia for the President National to wear while in office, which 
was adopted by the National Board last April, has been manufactured by our 
jewelers, and at this time was placed in the hands of the Charter Trustee, Mrs. 
William Gerry Slade, who, with a few appropriate remarks, pinned it on the 
gown of the President. This Emblem is wondrously beautiful in all its sim- 
plicity, and in its significance, as executed by the artist, and it is a worthy 
symbol of the National Society. 


Mrs. Reuben Ross Holloway of Maryland was made chairman of a com- 
mittee on the correct use of the Flag, with a recommendation to the Committee 
on Revision that this be made a standing committee. 
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Many times requests have come to Headquarters for some kind of a 
service or ceremony to use when placing our grave markers. Consequently, 
the President National brought to the attention of the Board the Ritual that 
she arranged at the time she was President of the Vermont Society in 1908, with 
the assistance of one of her members, Miss Shea (who has since passed on). 
This Ritual was unanimously adopted by the Board, with the recommendation 
that it be printed and used in the placing and unveiling of grave markers.

In view of the approaching 85th anniversary of the birth of General Henry 
M. Robert, the foremost living writer upon parliamentary law and author of 
“Robert’s Rules of Order,” it was the wish of those present that congratulations 
be extended to him in a set of resolutions to be drawn up by Mrs. James H. 
Stansfield, Registrar National. 


The members of the Board were guests at luncheon of Mrs. Charles F. 
Messinger, Mrs. Albion B. Wilson and Mrs. Clarence F. R. Jenne. The table 
was decorated with red carnations, bitter-sweet and bayberries. The place 
cards expressed a New Year’s greeting, and the national number of the guest 
and not the name, indicated her place at the table, the two lowest numbers be- 
longing to Mrs. Slade (92) and Mrs. Jenne (634). A pleasant moment was 
enjoyed when a bouquet of roses was presented by the Board to Mrs. Slade on 
the near occasion of her birthday. Business occupied the rest of the day, Mrs. 
Charles F. Messinger acting as Secretary pro-tem in the absence of the Recording 
Secretary National, Mrs. William D. Caldwell, of Ohio. 


Dr. Arthur Adams, Professor of English and Bible at Trinity College, and 
Mrs. Adams, who is a member of the New Jersey Society, gave an informal 
reception to the Board in the evening at their home on Vernon Street in honor of 
Miss Todd, the State President of New Jersey, and the President National. 
An evening of sociability and music was enjoyed. Miss Mabel Wyllys Wain- 
wright, former Regent of the Ruth Wyllys Chapter, Daughters of the American 
Revolution, of Hartford, rendered several piano solos, and Dr. Adams spoke 
briefly on the lessons that we can learn from the War of 1812. Mrs. Adams 
was assisted in the beautifully appointed dining room by Mrs. George Byron 
Kingsbury, Secretary of the Society of Mayflower Descendants, and Miss Wain- 
wright. The event will be remembered by the guests as a happy ending of their 
last National Board meeting in Connecticut. 


There was organized in Silver City, New Mexico, by Mrs. Singleton M. 
Ashenfelter on December 11, 1922, a society in that state, and congratulations 
go forth to the President and to her Vice- President, Mrs. Harold E. Galer, of 
Albuquerque. 


Also there was organized in Sioux Falls, South Dakota, by Mrs. Jonathan 
G. Eddy (a Real Daughter) on February 7, 1923, a society which has promise 
of becoming very active, and another society has just been organized in Rhode 
Island by Miss Edith Edwards, of Woonsocket. 


There is every prospect of a society’s being formed before many weeks in 
the State of Washington by Mrs. U. K. Loose and another in North Dakota by 
Mrs. Frederick H. Wilder. 

“The word ‘impossible’ is not French.” 
(Napoleon to General Fouche in 1812.) 


Neither is the word “impossible” to be found in the vocabulary of the 
National Society, United States Daughters of 1812, and it is with a thrill that 
the announcement is made that more than the entire amount of eleven thousand 
dollars has been raised for the 1812 Memorial Room in the National Victory 
Memorial Building, which has been authorized by Congress to be erected in 
Washington. 

Dear Daughters! Can you realize the efforts that have been put forth both 
by your President, Treasurer and the State Presidents—God bless them! How 
they have lifted and in many cases until it has been a sacrifice, but they have 
been loyal and persevering in this national object of great moment. Just think 
of our future prospects! Not alone in possessing this room, but the guarantee 
of a place for the holding of the Associate Councils in perpetuity and in a building 
“to which the wise and honest can repair.” At this time the President National 
wishes to express to every donor her thanks and appreciation for her expression 
of co-operation in bringing about this greatest achievement in the history of 
the society. 
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It is a temptation almost too great to withstand not to mention each state 
by name and her contribution; but since every State but one has donated, and 
in general her apportionment, this interesting part must be omitted. Since 
my last Lretrer Mrs. Henry F. Dimock, President of the George Washington 
Memorial Association, has given for the Room One Hundred Dollars, Mrs. and 
Miss Ethel J. R. C. Noyes have sent a check for Twenty-five Dollars and the same 
amount has been generously presented by Miss Martha Treat Douglas of New 
York City, and Windsor, Connecticut. Our friends are legion and we are grateful 
for their interest expressed in this substantial manner. 


Every state president should know whether the News-Lerrers sent to her 
society are immediately delivered to her membership, for there is little interest 
in an old or belated communication. This word is prompted by the incident that 
requests are received from members asking for a “Letter,” as theirs have not been 
received. Now it has become an established fact that the state societies pay for 
their News-Letters, it would be well for the presidents to send in the amount of 
this indebtedness with the payment for the per capita tax in the fall. 


The Chairman of the Certificates of Membership, Mrs. Samuel Williams 
Earle, will endeavor to have postal cards of the Dartmoor Church in England, in 
which we placed our memorial window, and other scenes connected with it, for 
sale at the time of the Associate Council. 


Messrs. J. E. Caldwell and Company will have their representative, Mr. Earle 
S. Bickel, present at the council with stationery and all 1812 supplies. We are 
sensible of their willingness to please and their generosity in serving the national 
organization the past four years. 


An event of international importance occurred in the City of Washington in 
November, when there was unveiled a statue of Edmund Burke, which is a 
replica of one in Bristol, England, and was given to the American people through 
the Sulgrave Institute of England and the United States. In response to an 
invitation to be present, Mrs. Sol Lansburgh of Chevy Chase was appointed to 
represent the President National both at the unveiling and at the planting of two 
historic trees, an oak and an elm, brought from Sulgrave, England, in memory 
of General and Mrs. Washington. 


In December there was called at Memorial Continental Hall a conference 
on Public Opinion and World Peace. The President of the International Lyceum 
and Chautauqua Association extended an invitation to the President and others 
to attend. Mrs. Noble Newport Potts and the Registrar National were desig- 
nated as being possible attendants. 


A three days’ conference of the Woman’s Bureau of the United States 
Department of Labor was held at the National Museum in the City of Washington 
in January for discussing problems of women in industry. Mrs. Amos G. Draper 
and Mrs. James H. Stansfield of the District were the 1812 representatives at 
the conference. 


Mrs. Mary Dallas Quicksall, widow of the late William F. Quicksall, passed 
away at her home in the City of Washington on February 20, after three 
years of illness. Mrs. Quicksall was the daughter of Commodore Alexander 
James Dallas of the United States Navy during the War of 1812. This Real 
Daughter was one of the strong supporters of the National Society, where she 
will be deeply missed. After the death a few years ago of Mrs. Kate Kearney 
Henry, another Real Daughter, Mrs. Quicksall was elected President of the 
chapter in the District. In her passing from earthly scenes, her family, her 
beloved 1812 Society, and the City of Washington loses a choice spirit, and a 
prominent figure of the last generation. 


We also regret to note the deaths of Mrs. Mary A. Lockwood and Mrs. John 
A. Logan, widow of the famous Civil War General, both distinguished in the 
patriotic circles of our country. They were gentlewomen of rare qualities of 
mind and heart. In the year 1912 Mrs. Lockwood was made an honorary member 
of the national society and at that time was presented with a Real Daughter’s 
insignia, as both her father and grandfather were loyal to the cause of the War 
of 1812. Likewise, we grieve the loss sustained in the passing from this life of 
Mrs. Sara Thomson Kinney, of Hartford, equally eminent in patriotic work. The 
Connecticut Society senses a personal loss in her decease. Death has removed 
the last member of the Andrew Jackson Household, Mrs. Rachel Jackson Law- 
rence, daughter of “Old Hickory’s’” adopted son, who died at her home, “Bird- 
song,” near the Hermitage, on February 3, 1923, aged 90 years. 
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Items of Interest from the States and Chapters 


Alabama: The anniversary of the state society was observed on December 
14th by the Robert Fearn Sr. Chapter in a patriotic manner, 


Arkansas: It should have been stated in the last News-Letter that Arkansas 
Pst i her apportionment for the Victory Memorial Room early last April, 
1922. 


California: “An Afternoon with Longfellow” was the subject of the De- 
cember meeting in Hollywood at the beautiful home of a former president, Mrs. 
A. G. Castles. Readings from the poet were given by Mrs. C. H. Connard, and 
the speaker for the afternoon, Mrs. George A. Daniels, who were both dressed 
in Pilgrim costumes. Mrs. Daniels illustrated her talk by many rare photographs, 
autographs and letters. Miss Louise P. Merritt, eighth in descent from John 
Alden, told of the Alden kindred of America and spoke of her recent visit to 
Charles Ray’s studio, where the new “Mayflower” was christened. Mr. Ray is 
to play the part of John Alden in a film version of “The Courtship of Miles 
Standish,” to be released next September. After greetings from the President, 
Mrs. H. E. Bartlett, all remained for a social hour. 


This state has had the honor of presenting the first gift that has been 
received at National Headquarters for the 1812 Room in the Victory Memorial 
Building, which is a silver fifty cent piece, coined in the year 1812, set in a silver 
engraved rim, placed on white uncut velvet and appropriately framed in the 
colors of the society, the blue and the gray. This coin was presented to the 
state society in March, 1916, by Mrs. Sara Risher Neel, a charter member, and 
given by California to the National Society in January, 1923. 


Colorado: The work in this state has been successfully carried forward 
by its new President, Mrs. Gerald L. Schuyler. The retiring President, Mrs. 
Frank Wheaton, who has filled that office for many years, was surprised at the 
annual meeting by the presentation of a state president’s bar with many ex- 
pressions of appreciation from members, and was also elected Honorary State 
President. The society has met its completed apportionment for the Memorial 
Room and always gladly pays for its News-Letters. It has given a prize to two 
pupils in the public schools at Englewood, is caring for an Armenian Child 
through the Near East Relief, has subscribed for associate membership in the 
Sulgrave Institution in England, and has marked the grave of Captain Cephas 
Rockwell, which will be dedicated on Memorial Day by the Wisconsin Daughters 
of 1812. It has contributed to the “Hope Chest” in care of the Curator National. 
The Lewis Cass Chapter at Colorado Springs is taking great interest in national 
and state work and has awarded prizes to the pupils in the public High School 
for first standing. It has also given twenty-five dollars to the Society of His- 
torical Research to preserve the homes of the Indian Cliff Dwellers in the 
southern part of the state. 


Delaware: The November meeting was held at the home of Miss Susan C. 
Russell. Preceding the meeting the Daughters met at the grave of Col. Samuel 
Davis in the Wilmington and Brandywine cemetery and placed a grave 
marker in honor of the noble service given by this hero during the War of 1812. 
Fifty Dollars have been given toward a three hundred thousand dollar drive to 
erect a library at the University of Delaware, which is to be a memorial for 
the Delaware boys who lost their lives in the World War. 


The Twentieth annual state meeting was held the 18th of December at the 
home of the President. This being the birthday of the society, Mrs. Thomas C. 
Munn entertained at luncheon. This was a most interesting meeting and after 
the business election of officers for the ensuing year took place, resulting in the 
re-election of Mrs. Munn as President. 


District of Columbia: The passing away of the President, Mrs. William 
Dallas Quicksall, has bereft this Society of a faithful, devoted and honored 
officer, a Real Daughter, with a most distinguished ancestry. She was the 
daughter of Commodore Alexander James Dallas, U. S. N., who, as a young lieu- 
tenant, fired the gun in the engagement between the President and the British 
frigate Little Belt that helped precipitate the War of 1812. She was a grand- 
daughter of Alexander James Dallas, who was Secretary of the Treasury and 
acting Secretary of War during the administration of President Madison, and a 
niece of George M. Dallas, who was successively United States minister to Russia 
and to Great Britain, and was Vice-President of the United States with President 
Polk, also a Washington descendant. 


Georgia: The completed apportionment for the “Room” was sent in before 
January first. A goodly part of the sum was given as a memorial to Miss Annie 
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Hornady and Miss Virginia Arnold, who were instrumental in organizing the 
John Floyd Chapter, and who were always loyal to their 1812 interests. A letter 
from the Past State President, Miss Nina Hornady, proves her deep interest and 
loyalty to the national society in this undertaking. After many years of faithful, 
untiring service as State President, Miss Hornady has deemed it necessary to 
resign, and Mrs, Charles F, Rice was elected to fill that office. The society has 
recently lost by death two of its prominent and beloved members, Mrs. W. L. Peel 
and Mrs. Lolie B. Wylie. 


Illinois: Mr. William R. Wood of Omaha, Nebraska, great grandson of 
Capt. John Whistler, builder of Fort Dearborn in 1803, laid on December 8rd the 
corner stone of a large building which is being erected on the site of the old 
fort. The Misses Joy of Marshall, Michigan, great-great granddaughters of 
Captain Whistler, assisted in the ceremony. A military escort of fifty-five men 
from Fort Sheridan, the original number of the garrison at Fort Dearborn at the 
time of the massacre in 1812, was the guard of honor. 


Louisiana: The 108th anniversary of the Battle of New Orleans was ob- 
served in Jackson Square on the anniversary day, January 8th. From their 
Headquarters, led by Capt. James Dinkins, an honorary member, and Mrs. Mary 
E. Richards, the only local surviving Real Daughter, the members marched to 
Gen. Jackson’s monument, where Mrs. R. S. Topping hung a wreath of laurel 
around the hilt of Old Hickory’s sword. Mrs. Christian Schertz read a paper 
describing Gen. Jackson’s victory in this city, and left no part untold of the battle, 
which lasted just twenty-five minutes, in which eight were killed and thirteen 
wounded on the American side, while the British suffered two thousand casualties. 
A luncheon followed the ceremony in the Square. 


Mrs. Charles F. Borah has recently been elected President of the society, to 
take the place of Mrs. Marion L. Bankston, who recently passed away, and Mrs. 
Christian Schertz, has been elected Vice-President. 


Maine: Mrs. Eliza Mountfort entertained the society in October. At that 
time fifty dollars was voted to help pay the expenses of the President to the 
Associate Council in Washington. The November meeting was in charge of four 
Real Daughters and the birthdays of three other Real Daughters have been 
remembered during the winter. The President, Mrs. Edward H. Coleord, with a 
most efficient committee, held a successful fair, netting a goodly sum. The 
society expresses much sympathy for its Honorary President, Mrs. George F. 
Walker, on the recent death of her husband, 


Mississippi: A letter from the President, Mrs. Chalmers M. Williamson, 
which accompanied the completed quota for the 1812 Room, found a response 
in the hearts of all those to whom this object has been of such moment. This 
state has been taking on new life under the able administration of Mrs. William- 
son, adding a goodly number of new members and assuming its part in patriotic 
activities of the state.

Here each year the Hero of New Orleans Chapter 
gathers in the old-fashioned kitchen for a round table discussion or symposium 
of tribute to the Hero, and then silently adjourns to the stately garden and places 
a wreath of evergreen upon the tomb that encloses the earthly remains of the 
remembered President and his beloved wife.

Work;” second, “Best Essay,” and third, “Best Sketches on the Life and Services 
of a Woman in the United States During the Years 1800-14.” Mrs. A. B, Coleman 
has been appointed to take up the work of organizing another new chapter. 


Wisconsin: The society has been called upon to mourn the loss of an Hon- 
orary Vice-President, Mrs. Harriet D. Mitchell, the widow of the late Senator 
John Mitchell of Wisconsin, and mother of Brigadier General William Mitchell, 
Assistant Chief of the United States Service. It also regrets to report the death 
of Mrs. Samuel Griffith, daughter of Abraham Travis, an Ohio soldier of the 
War of 1812 and a pioneer settler of Wisconsin.
